A particular account of the manner of 

the execution of the earl of Kilmar- 

‘néck and Jord Balmerino, on the 18¢b 
‘inflant, their behaviour, &c. 


‘T 6 o'clock a troop of 
.- Jifé- guards, one of horle 
gtenadiers, and 1000 of 
the foot-guarde ( ‘being 
a fifteen men out of each 
company) marched from the parade in 
St. James's park through’ the city to 
Tiwer bill, co attend the execution of 
the earl of Kilmarnock and the lord 
Balmerino, and being arrived there 
were pofted in lines from the Tower 
to the fcaffold, and all round ‘it. A- 
bout 8 o’clock the fheriffs of Londox, 
with their under fheriffs and their 
officers, viz. 6 ferjeants at-mace, 6 
yeomen, and the executioner, met at 
the Mitre tavern in Fenchurch freet, 
where they breakfafted, and went from 
thence tothe houfe, lately the tranfport 
office, on Tower bill, near Catherine- 
court, hired by them for the reception 
of the faid lords before they fhould be 
condudtéed to the {caffold, which was 
ere&ted about 30 yards from the faid 
hhoufe. At 10 o'clock the block was 
fixed on the ftage, and covered with 
black cloth, and feveral facks of faw- 
duft were’ brought up to ftrew on 
it; foon. after their coffins were bro’t 
‘covered with black cloth, ornamented 
with gilt nails, &¢, On the E. of 
1746 ‘ Tee 








Kilmarnock’s was a plate with this in- 
fcription, Gulielmus Comes de Kilmar- 
nock decollatus 18 Augufti 1746 Etat. 
Jude 42, with an carl’s coronet over 
it, and 6 coronets over the fix handles; 
and on lord Ba/merino’s was a plate 
withthis infcription, Arthurus Dominus 
de Balmerinode collatus 18 Augufti 1746 
Az tat. fue 58, with a baron’s coronet 
over it,& fix othersoverthefix handles. 
Ata quarterafter ten the fheriffs went in 
proceffion to the outward gate of the 
Tower, and after knocking at it fome 
time, a warder within afked, who's 
there ?. the officer without replied, 
the' foeriffs of London and Middlefex. 
The 'warder then atked, what do they 
want ? the officer anfwered, the bodies 
of William earl of Kilmarnock, and 
Arthur 4rd Balmerino ; | upon which 
the warder within faid, J wid] go and 
inform the lieutenant of the Tower, 
and in about 10 minutes the lieut. of 
the Tower with the earl of Kil/mar- 
nock, * and tasjor White with lord 
Balmerino, guarded by ieveral of the 
warders, came to the gate; ‘the pri- 
foners were there delivered to the 
fheriffs, who gave proper receipts for 
their bodies to the licutenant, who, as 
is ufual, faid, God d/e/s Kinc Georce; 
to which the earl of Kilmarnock afient- 





* At the foot of the firft ftairs, he 
met and embraced lord Ba/merino, 
who greatly (as Mr. Fofter ob- 
ferves) faid to him, “ My lord, I 
** amheartily forry to have your 
“ company in this expedition... 
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530. Bebaviour.of tbe 
ed by‘a bow, “arid thé lord Ba/merina 
faid, God blefs King J——s. Soon 
after, the proceflion, moving in a flaw 
and folemn manner, appeared in the 
following order: 1. ‘The conftable 
of the Tower hamlets.

The two hearies 
and a mourning coach. When -the 
proceifion had padled through the lines 
into the area of the ciscle formed by 
the guards, the paflage-was clofed, and 
the troops of torle, whio were in the 
sear of the foot on the lines, wheeled 
cif, and Grew up 5 deep behind the 
foot, on the fouth fide of the hill fac- 
ing the {caffold. 

The lords were conduéted into f{e- 
parate apartments in the: houle, facing 
thedteps cf the scaffold ;. their friends 
being admitted to fee them., The 
earl of Kilmarnock was attended by 
the Rev. Mr. Fofer, a.diffenting) mi- 
nilter, and the Rew. Mr: Hame,a new 
relation of theearl -of Hume.; and the 
chaplaimof the Tower, and another 
clergyman of the church of England, 
accompanied the lord Ba/merino; who, 
on entering the door of the hovfe, 
hearing feveral of the fpeétators afk 
eagerly, which is ford Balmerino ? 
anfwei’d {miling, / am lord Bal merino, 
gentlemen, at sour fervice. The par- 
jour and paflage of the houfe, the rails 
enclofing the way from thence to the 
fcaffold, and the rails about it, .wene 
ell hung with black at the sheriffs 
expence. ) 

The lord Kilmarnock, io. the apart- 
ment allotted to him, {pent about an 
hour in his devotions with Mr. Fefer, 
who affifted him with prayer and ex- 
hortation. 

After which lord Balwerina, purfu- 
ant to his requeft, being admitted to 


for the favour, and then zfk’d © if his 
* lorcthip knew of any order figned 
‘ by.the prince (meaning the preten- 
* deér’s fon) to give no quarter at the 
‘ battle of Culloden.” And the ear] 
anfwering No, the lord Badmerino add. 
ed, mor JI neither, atid * therefore it 
* feems to be an invention to jultify 
‘ their own murders. "The ear) re- 
© ply’d ¢ be did not think this a fair 
‘ Inference; beeaule he was informed, 
‘ after he was prifoner at Jnverne/s, 
‘ by feveral officers, that fuch an order, 
* figned. Geerge Murray, was. in the 
‘ cuke’s cuitody,—George Murray! 
* faid lord Balmerino, then they fhould 
* net chargé itvemthe prince,” “Then 
he took his leave, embracing lord Ki/- 
marneck, with the fame kind of: noble 
and generous complements, as be bad 
ufed before,‘ my dear lord Kilmar- 
* nogky k am only forry'that cannot 
‘ pay this honing stone BR once 
* more farewel forever! and® tuiyned 
to his own room. -— 
Phe gasl ther, wish the ‘company 
kneeling down, join’d in a, prayer 
delyyered by-Mr. Fofers after which 
having fet.e,few moments, and taken a 
feednd refrefhment of a bit of bread 
end a glefs of wine, he exprefled a 
defire that lord Ba/merine might go 
firit to the fceffuld ; but being inform- 
ed that this could not be, as his lord- 
fhip, was named firft in the warrant-s 
he appear’d fatisfied,{aluted his friends, 
{faying he fhould make no [peech on 
the Icaffold, but defired the minifters 
to afiift him in his la moments, and 
they aecordingly, with other friends, 
ogee with him to the {caffold. 
he .multitude who had been long 
expecting to fee him on fuch sn awful 
occafion, on his firft appesring on-the 
{caffold dreft in black with counte- 
nance and demeanor, + teftifying great 
contrition, faewed the deepeft.figns of 
+ His perfom was eall-and graceful, 
his countenance mild, and his 
complexion pale; and more fo 
ashe had besmingifpes'd.

Lord Balmerino'or the Staffold, &e. $31 


comiferition and pity; and his lord- 


fhip at'the fame time, being ftruck’ with. 
fuch a variety of dreadful objeéts at. 
once, the multitudes, the block, his 


coffin, the executioner, the inftrument 
of death; ‘turned abourto Mr. Hume 


snd faid, Hime! this is terrible; tho’ 


without changing his voice or coun- 
tenance. | 

After putting up a fhort’ prayer, 
concluding . with a petition for his 
majefty K. George, and the royal fa- 
milg, in'verification of his declaration’ 
inthe Tpeech, his lordfhip embraced, 
and took his ‘laft leave of his friends. 

fie executioner, who betore had fome- 
thing adminifter’d to keep him from 
fainting, was fo affeéted with his lord- 
fhip’s diftrefs, and the awfulnefs of the 
fcene, that, on afking him forgiveuefs, 
he burft into tears. My lord bid him 
take. courage, giving him at the fame 
time a purf¢ with five guineas, and tell- 
ing him that he would drop his»hand- 
kerchief as a fignal for the ftroke. He 
proceeded, with the hel of his gen- 
tleman, to.make ready for the block, 
by taking off his coat, and ‘he bag from 
his hair,, which was then tuck’d up 
under a napkin cap, but this being 
thadé up fo. wide as not to keep up his 
long hair, the making it lefs occafioned 
a littledelay; his neck being laid bare, 
ticking down the collar of his fhirt ana 
wailtcoat, he kneeled down on a black 
cufhion atthe block, and drew his 
cap over his eyes, in doing which, 
as well as in putting up his hair, his 
hands where obferved to fhake ; but, 
either to fupport himfelf, or as a more 
convenient pofture for devotion, he 
happen’d to lay both his hands upon 
the block, which the cxecutioner ob- 
ferving, prayed his lordthip to let 
them fall, Icft they fhould be mangled, 
or break the blow. He was then told 
that the neck of his waiftcoat was in 
the way, upon which he rofe, and 
with the help of afriend took it off,. 
and the neck being made bare.to the 
fheulders, he: kneeled down as before. 
———«-——In the mean time, when all 


things were réady for the execution, 
and the, black bays which hung over 
the railsofthefcaffolt having, by di- 
reQion of the colond of the guard, or 
che’ Meriffs, beet turded up thar the 
people mighit {ee all the circumftances 
ofthe execution; in sbout two mi- 
nutes (the time he before fixed) after 
he kneeled down,his lordfhip dropping 
his handkerchief, the executioner at 
once fevered his head from his body, 
except ofily a {mall part of the fkin, 
which was immediately divided by a 
gentle ftroke ; the head was received 
in a piece of red bayes, and, with the 
body, immediately put into the coffin. 
The fcaffold was then cleared from 
the blood, freth fawduft ftrew’d, and, 
that no appearance of a former execu- 
tion might’ remain, the executioner 
charged fuch of his cloaths as appear- 
ed bloody. 

(In the Account faid to be publifhed 
by the authority of the fheriffs it is 
afferted, that the Lord Kilmarnock re- 
quefted:his head might not be held up 
as ufual, and declared to be the head 
ofa traytor ; and.that, for this reafon, 
that part of the ceremony was omitted, 
as the fentence and law did not require 
it: but we are affured,in Mr. Foffer’s 
account, that his lordfhip made no fuch 
requeft ; and further, that, when he 
was informed that his head would be 
held up, and fuch proclamation made, 
it did not affc& him, and he fpoke of 
it asa matterof no moment. All? 
that he with’d or defired war, 1. 
That the executioner might not be, as 
reprefented to his lordthip, a good fort 
of man,thinking a rough temper would 
be fitter for the purpofe. 2. That 
his coffin, inftead ot remaining in the 
hearfe, might be fet upon the ftage ; 
and, 3. That four perfons might be 
appointed to receive the head, that it 
might not roll about the ftage, but be 
fpeedily, with his body, put into the 
coffin.] 

While this was doing the Lord Ba/- 
merino, after having folemnly recom- 
mended himfelfto the mercy of the 

almighty, 
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almighty, converfed chearfully with. 
iis friends, refrefhed himf{elf twice. 
with a bit of bread and a glafs of, 
wine, and defired the company to. 


drink to him aia degrae ta mgt 


quainting them_that_he had ; prepared, 
a fRecch which he fhould réad on ‘the 
{catfald, and, therefore fhould ¢) ere fay, 


nothing of its comtents,. The. under 
fheriff conting into bis lordfhip’s a- 
partmant to let him know the ftage 
was ready, he preyented him by im- 
mediately afking if the affair was over 
with the lord Kilmaruock, and being 
anfwered, Zt is, he enquired how the 
executioner perform’d his office, and 
upon recejving the account, faid, it 
was well done; then addreffing him- 
felf tothe company, faid, Gentlemen, 
hail detain you ne longer, and with 
anealy unaficcted chearfulnefs he fa- 
Juted his friends, and haftened to the 
teafkold, which he mounted with fo 
cafy an air,as aftonifhed the f{pe€tators; 
his lordfhip was drefled in his regi- 
mentals, a blue coat turned up with 
red, trimm’d with brafs buttons, (and 
a tye wig,) the fame which he wore 
at the battle of Cu//oden ; no circum- 
fiince in his whole deportment fhewed 
the Jeaft fign of fear or regret, and he 
frequently reproved his friends for 
difcovering either, upon his account. 
He walked fevéral times round the 
{caffold, bowed to the people, went 
to his ceffia, read the inicription, and 
with a nod, faid, zt is rigst; he then 
examined the block, which he called 
his pillowofref. His lordthip puting 
an his [peétacles, and taking a paper 
out of his pocket, read it with an au- 
Gible voice, which, fo far from being 
filled with paffionate invective, men- 
tioned his majefty as a prince of the 
greateft magnanimity and mercy, at 
the fame time that, thro” erroneous 
political principles, it denied hima 
right ta the allegiance of his people ; 
having deliveréd this paper to the the- 
iiff, he call’d forthe executioner, who 
appearing, and being about to afk his 
tordthip’s pardon, ‘he, faid, © friend, 


“ you need not afk me: forgivenels, the 
* execution of your duty is commend- 
‘ able,’ upon which his lordfhip gave. 
him three guineas, faying, ‘friend, I 
* never was rich, this isall the money 
« I have now, I wih it was more, and 
«Iam forry I can add nothing ‘to 
« it but my coat and wailtcoat,’ whieh. 
he then took off, together with his 
neckloth, and threw them on his cof- 
fin ; putting on a flannel waiftcoat, 
which had been prouides for the pur- 
pofe, and then taking a plaid cap out of 
his pocket, he put it on ey ting ‘fay- 
ing, he died a Scotchman ; after neel- 
ing down at the block, to adjuit his pof- 
ture, and fhew the executioner the fig- 
nal for the ftroke, which was dropping 
his arms, he once more turned ‘to his 
friends, and took his laft farewell, and 
looking round on thecroud,faid, *per- 
« haps fome may think my behaviour 
“ too bold, but remember, Sir, (faid he 
‘ to a gentléman who ftood near him). 
‘ that I now declare it isthe efféct of 
‘ confidence in God, and a good con- 
* fcience, and I fhould diffemble, if I 
« fhould fhew, any figns of fear.” 

Obferving theaxe in the executioner’s. 
hand as he paffed him, he took'it from 
him, felt the edge, and returning it, 
clapp’d the executioner on the fhoulder 
to encourage him ; he tucked down 
the collar of his fhirt and waiftcoat,. 
and fhewed him where to ftrike, defir- 
ing him to do it refolutély, for in thar, 
fays his lordfhip, will confift your 
Kindnefs. 

He went to the fide of the ftage,and 
called up the wardour, to whom he 
gave fome money, afked which was his 
hearfe and order’d the man to drive 
near. 

Immediately without trembling or 
changing countenance, he again. knel¢ 
down at the block,and having with his 
arms {tretched out, {aid,OLord reward 


my Mec bk ed my enemits,—and- 
receive my foul, he gave the fignal by : 
letting them fall : But his uncom: 
firmnefs and og and the wnex- 
pected fuddennels of the fignal, fo fur-

Mercy ‘whether due to Rese rs. 
prized the executioner, that tho’he forit foal net Jpoil my dinner s upon 


itruck the part directed, the blow was 
not given with ftrength to wound him 
very deep; on which it feem’d as if he 
made an effort to turn his head towards 
the executioner, and the under-jaw fell 
and returned very quick, likeanger and 
gnafhing the teeth ; but it could not be 
otherwife,the partbeing convulfed. A 
fecond blow immediately jucceeding 
the firft, rendered him, however, quite 
infenfible, and a third finifh’d the 
work. '. ne ris als . . 

_ His head .was received in.a piece of 
red bays, and with his body put into 
the, coffin, which at his. particular re- 
queft, was, placed on that of the late 
marquis of Jw/dibardine’sin St. Peter’s 
church in the Zower, all three lords 
lying in one grave. 

During the whole courfe ef the fo- 
lemnity, altho’ the hi:J,the {caffoldings, 
and houfes. were crowded full of {pec- 
tators, all perfons attended with un- 
common decency,and evennefs of tem- 
per ; which evinces how much the 
people entered into the rectitude of the 
execution, tho’ too humane to rejoice 
in the cataftrophe. 

Ld Bal/merino brad but a {mall eftate, 
tho” ground-landlord and lord of the 
manor of Codon along ftreetin the fub- 
urbs of Edinburg, \eading to Leith,and 
had alfo fome other {mall poffeffions in 
the fhire of Fife. His lady came to 
London foon after him, and has fre- 
quently attended him ever fince his 
confinement in the Tewer, and had 
lodgings in Eaf? Smithfield. She was 
at dinner with him whenthe warrant 
came for his execution the Menday 
following, and being very much fur. 
priz’d, he defired her not to be con- 
cern’dai it; if the king, had. given. me 
mercy, faid he, I fhould have been 
glad of it ; but fince.ir is otherwile, I 
am very ealy ; for it is whatI have 
expected, and therefore. it does not at 
all furprize me. His lady, feem’d, very 
difeoniolate and rofe immediately. from 
table »,on which he ftarted. from, jhis 
chair, and faid, pray, my lady, fit down, 
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which her ladyfhip fat down again,but 
could not eat. 

Several more of his fayings wére 
related as remarkable, among others, 
that being advifed to take care of his 
perfon, he replied, * It would be'thd’t 
* very imprudent in a man to repair 
‘ aff old houfe when the leafe of it was 
* fo near expiring.

Inding, at this critical junéture,that 

mercy isfo much the topick of 

difcourfe, I prefume to addrefs your 
readers upon that head. 

That the king of kings delights in 
being filed the God of Mercy, &&e. 
and that therefore mercy is the bright- 
eft ornament tovan earthly throne, are 
the themes taken by the advocates for 
the rebels : But thofe advocates do not 
confider that we cannot with reafon 
make any comparifon between an infi- 
nite being and finite ones,either in pow- 
er, wifdom, or any other at:ribute : 
For the almighty fees the hearts of 
men, knows their (chemes in the’ firft 
conceptions, can fupprefs them in that 
ftate, or for en{zmples to men, let the 
wicked reign for atime,and then bring 
them to condign punifhment.

and mortals, who are daily offending 
the fupreme, daily fland in need of that 
his mercy. ' 

The facred{criptures fay, What docs 
the Lord require of thee, O man! butte 
do juftice,to love mercy,and to walk hum- 
bly with thy God ? Inthis requifi:ion, 
jultice is made to precede mercy ; and 
then, when we have done juttice, (but 
not till juftice be fir done } we are to 
love, mercy, that is, not to punith wan- 
ton! y, Out. ofsefentmentte a particular 

paffon, 
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paflion, any: one in eur power.-——It 
Was the unanimeus voice of s moft at» 
guftaffembly, in their laceaddrefs tothe 
throne,T bat the many calamities thisna- 
tion has fuffered from the rebellion,calls 
for exemplary juftice againft thofe dif- 
turbers of our peace. 

But when mercy is: pleaded for the 
prefent rebels, fo ae to {top the execu- 
tion of juftice, that plea is to reverfe 
the decree ofthealmighty,the fentence 
of the law, and the policy of govern- 
ment.—It is undoubtedly true, that a 
power to thew mercy is lodged with 
the crown, and on many cccafions the 
crown has laudably extended that pre- 
rogative : But whenrebellion, which 
isthe moft tran{cendant of all offences 
againit the ftate, is topped from its rag- 
ing violence, arethen thofe who-were 
the fomenters of it, and the moit attive 
of its agents, when they could -nolon- 
ger fupport their crimes: (crimes: ex» 
tended:te almoft every evil) to plead 
for mercy? 

The firft rebellion was.hatch’d inthe 
infernal regions again the almighty, 
vainly attempting to dethrone Sim. 
And the facred feriptures fry, thofe re- 
bels the almighty bas referved 1m chains, 
under darknefs, unto the judgmeut of 
the great day. 

This plea for mercy to the rebels is 
acomplot of our enemies, to {pare 
thofe fons of violence, facred to Rome: 
and. France, that they:may once again, 
with re-united efforts, aim at our de- 
firudtion;. If ever men can in reafon 
fall unpitied,thofe who have {uffered, 
and thole who are adjudged to tuffer, 
for their machinations in the late rebel- 
kion, arc the men., 

No hiftory can fhew,no example can 
be'given, thet fuch offenders,fo legally 
and inypartially convicted, and. whofe 
punifimentis fo loudly andunanimouf- 
Jy caied for, were not made > offerings 
injeilice to an offended mation. ° 

Think and. refle&ty. had.chefe men 
ftcod. convicted and. judged to death 
by the law whilethe rebellion raged, and 
any one then.had talked of.mercy  to- 
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watds thofe oftenders;:what wotild 
jolt ebe the ss loyal futy- 
} “By the fepprefiior ot the 
sebeljion, tive fr os Liagperetne are 
not akered. Thofealready condenmed,, 
fome of whom sre executed, were 
chiefiagents'in the rebellion, and bore 
commiflions under him whem they ite 
their prince : If they, the chiefs, faf- 
fer not, wha: fhall be doné to the! of- 
fenders of an inferior clafs i dh@ fe- 
bellion ? a: bagiay 

Did thofe who lately fuffered death 
fhew any remorfe-after their® convidti - 
on? Do thofe whole fentetice ’ié' res 
fpited thew any’ tokens of their future 
obedience to our government ? Does 
not their blood boil with vengeance ? 
—Spare them therefore, fpate them ! 
in pity to their rage and' vengeance de- 
nounced apainft our conftitution. 

I have read the fpeeches of che two 
rebel lords who pleaded: guilty, pro« 
nounced by them before the atiguit af- 
fembly of their peers, on their trials. 
After that confeflion of their crimes, 
fo confefled that the aggravating cir- 
cumftances of their crimes might be 
hidden in darknefs, what can’ avail # 
flow of words moving to compaffidn / 
Were the! councils of the’ rebels, imr- 
mediately before the battle of Cu/oden, 
brought to light, what punifhment 
would. Free Britons then think due‘ to 
the offenders ?

For MERCY. 


TH E affair of the rebel Jords, and 

othcrs, now under fentence of 
death,and the mercy which his majetty 
has been pleafed to fhew toone of titofd 
3 unfortunate noblemen, having made 
a great toife and occafioned many con: 
troverfial pieces or both fides : Ad you 
have ‘given place to one’ of them; 
(: See the foreyoing Piece ) 1 have 
fent you the foliowing loofe thoughts 


on the other fide. aie 

‘In Order to diftinguith inwhat cafés 

mercy ‘ought, or ought:not, to be ex? 
tended 
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tended to criminals, itis neceflary to 
enquire what is, or ought to be, the 
eng and view of all human tribunals in 
inflicting punihhments on the guilty ; 
and for that purpofe we will fee what 
the learned have faid upon that fubj-ct; 
and tho’ they exprefs the thing diffe- 
rentlyin words, they all {cem to mean 
the fame. Plato fays,in his Pratogoras, 
‘ No one punifhes, criminals merely 
‘ becaufe they have committed acrime, 
‘ unlefs it be fome favage bzait, who 
‘ punifhes to fatisfy his own cruelty : 
: Bat he who punifhes with reaton, 
* does not punith for paft faults, (for it 
‘ is impofhdleto prevent, that which 
has been done from being donc) but 
‘ for faults that are to come ; that nei- 
* ther the guilty himfelf may be guilty 
‘ again, nor others commit the crime¢ 
* for which they fee. him punithed,’ 
And Sezeca, in his.difcour'e on anger, 
fays the fame thing, after P/ato ; bu: in 
his book 6n c/emency is more particular 
as, to the intention of punifhments : 
‘ In vindicating injuries done to others 
‘ (fays he) the law {and the prince 
* ought alfo.to do the fame ) regards 
‘ thefe three things;.either the amend- 
‘ment of. the peron punifhed, or the 
* making others, better by the punith- 
“ment of him, or the fecurity of o- 
‘ thers by taking theoffender out of the 
‘way.’ And Grotius exprefles the fame 
thing thus: ‘ In punifhing we fhould 
‘ regard either the good of him who 
¢ has committed the crime, or the ad- 
* vantage of him whole intereft it was 
* that it fhould not have been commit- 
* ted, or the benefit. of all in general. ’ 
The laft authority I fhall produce is 
that of Puffendorf, who, peaking of 
punifhments in general, and the end of 
them, fays, ‘ There is no injuftice, 
‘ with regard to the aétion itelf, that 
“he whohascommitteda crime fhould 
* {uffer for it : But, neverthelefs, men 
“ ought never to punith unlefs (ome ad- 
© vantage will arife from it. * ; 
And now, whenever thefe ends can 
be anfwered without an actual inflic- 


tion of punifhment on the criminal, 


there is then room for mercy ; and itjs 
the duty of every man, more Aral 
of every chriflian to exercife that merey 
and benevolence which fo eminently 
diftinguifhesthe fapreme being fiom all 
others, and which he takes fo much de- 
light in, and will hereafier amply. re- 
ward: For though I canfef{s, with your 
latecorre{pondent, that we ought nat 
in all cafes to meafure the a€tions, of fi- 
nite beings by thofe of an infinite one; 
yet furely we ought toimitate, in all 
poilible cafes, that which is his darling 
and moft amiable attribute. 

Seneca,who was only a heathen mo- 
ralift, recommends this to all,snd par- 
ticularly princes, * That they fhould 
* forgive where it can be Jafely done, 
‘and betendereven wherethey cannot 
‘ forgive.” The Mofaic law fays, du 
eye for an eye, a tooth fer atooth : Bur 
the great mailer of our religion.has in 
the room of fuch fevere juftice intro- 
duced mercy and forgivenefs, and has 
direéted us to love even our enemies, 
and rather than exact a rigorous pu- 
nifhment on the offenders, not even 
rcfift the injury 

His majefty certainly has it in his 
power to know beift who are,or are not 
fit obj<éts of his mercy, as he can en- 
quire not only into their principles and 
behaviour, but alfo may eafily judge of 
the motives which induced the crimi- 
nal to commit the crime. Let us then, 
confiding in his majcity’s wildom and 
jultice, entirely leave it in his royal 
breaft,where the law has already leftit, 
either to pardon or punith his, as well 
as our enemies ; and Jet us not be fo 
unchriftian-like and crue), as by our 
murmurs to ftop the clemency which 
his mejefty, who knows bef their de- 
ferts, would otherwile extend to the 
unfortunate criminal:F or in cafe all the 
ends of inflifting punifhment may be 
fufficiently anfwered without the cri- 
minal’s undergoing the punifhment,and 
no ill confequences-can arife from _ re- 
mitting, it, his majefty has not only a 
right, but itis his duty, to ex'end his 
royal bounty and compaflion on any

whom he fhal] think deferving of it,and 
whofe pardon is not likely to damage 
himfelf or others.

‘7 Ithout deciding whether the ad- 
vocates for mercy have done 
right in publifhing their pleas for it,or 
the writers againff mercy, in infifting 
fo unufually and publickly to prevent 
it, on a fuppofition that the king and 
council (who, by the way, might be- 
fore have fettled what proportion 
fhould be fpared) could be influenced 
by either of them ; we may be allowed 
to point out one inftance which feems 
to be overlook’d. It is onthe fide of 
Lenity, which, if it would always 
have fo good an effeét, could not 
find oppofers but in the moft cruel of 
tempers. 

In that bloody and general maffacre 
of the proteftants in France, the lieu- 
tenant governor of Normandy brought 
to the bifhop of Lifieux, in that pro- 
vinc:,the order which he had received 
from court to maflacre all the protef- 
tants in that diocefe,as it had been ex- 
ecuted at Paris, and all the cities of 
the kingdom. ‘The good prelate vi- 
goroufly oppofed it. ‘You fhall not, 
« fays he, execute the orders, or you 
* fhal! begin with me, for I will never 
* confent to it. Iam paftor of the 
church of Lifewx, and thofe whom 
you would worry are my flock. It 
is true they are ftray’d, but Tam 
not without hopes of bringing them 
back in due time into Chrif’s fold. 
I do not findin the gofpel that a 
p-ftor ought to foffer others to ‘fpill 
the blood of his fheep, but, on‘the 
contrary, that he is to fhed’his own, 
and even Jay down his life for them. 
Go back then with your orders, it 
fhall never be executed ‘while God 
fhall pleafe to preferve my life,which 
I received from him for no other end 
but tobe employ'd for the {piritual 
and temporal advantage of my flock.’ 
The governour being much moved, 
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and at the fame time edified atfuch 
heroic conftancy, defired Of the bifhop 
a writ of refufal for his excufe to the 
king. The good prelate gavehim one 
immediately, telling him he was af- 
fured of the goodnefs of his prince 
(Charles 1X,] who had been furprized 
on that occafion, and that he did not 
in theleaft doubt but his majefty would 
approve his refufal ; but whatever 
might happen, he would be an- 
fwerable for any ill confequence. 
The divine bleffing attended the zeal 
of the generous bifhop. ‘The king, 
having received from the governour 
an account of the oppofition, was trou- 
bled, and immediately revoked, with 
regard to the diocefe of Lifeux, thofe 
orders, which were executed in all 
other diocefes, without any oppofition 
from the bifhops, who, on the contra- 
ry, teftified their joy by rors 
prayers, and ‘public thank{givings.— 
Obferve the confequence.—The bi- 
fhop of Lifeux had the comfort to fee 
fulfilled what he had foretold the go- 
vernor. For, whereas that horrible 
maffacre, equally difhonourable and 
injurious to nature and religion, had 
no effeét but to provoke, and drive 
into utmoft defperation,the remains of 
the proteftants in France, where they 
committed very great diforcers, thofe 
of Lifceux, being affeéted with the 
goodnefs of their bifhop, without which 
they muft have had their throats cat, 
voluntarily renounced Ca/vinifm, which 
was for everabolifhed in that city.

Know not of any thing which hag 

happen’d in my memory, fo much 

exclaim’d againft as the prefent war 

with France ; but with what reafon, 

fhall be the fubjeét of this engutd 

which, I hope, the prejudic’ = 
rea 











read coolly, and the unpr-judic’d con- 
fider impartia!ly, fince | mean not to 
deceive, but reafon. 

The great arguments againft it are, 
that itis carried on for the fupport or 
enlargement of his majefty’s hereditary 
dominions ; and that the expence mult 
ruin the nation. é 

If the queftion was, whether war or 
peace, in the nature and reafon of 
things, were beft? it would an{wer it- 
felf : So it would if it was afk’d, whe- 
ther Britain fhould be ruin’d to fup- 
port Hanover ? Ox whether we fhould 
run indebt, right or wrong? But whe- 
ther, in the nature and neceflicry of 
things, we are not abfolutely obliged 
to purfue this war toa crifis, is now 
the queftion before me? 

By the conflitution of the empire, 
none of its members or dependencies, 
electorates, principalities, or fiefs, are 
to be difmembered, feparated, or lef- 
fen’d, but by an imperial decreé¢, made 
with the affent of the fates, cr. The 
having this conftitution in view, was 
the true reafon why the king of Pru/fia, 
when lately in pofleflion of Saxony, re- 
Jinquifh’d it on fucheafy terms. If an 
enemy comes into Germany, the body 
of the empire is obliged to give aid 
where it is neceflary. If any of the 
fovercign princes act otherwife, it is, 
in faét, rebellion ; and if the conflitu- 
tion are able, will punith it according- 
ly. It will follow, that the aid of the 
conflitution is the true and natural fup- 
port of each diftinét fovereignty ; and 
to bring in foreign affiftance, contrary 
to the conftitution. 

From thefe rcfle€tions, we can’< ga- 
ther any reafons for Great Britain’s be- 
ing engaged in a war to fupport Hano- 
ver, nor, confequently, that Great Bri. 
tain’s engagements have any retro{pect 
that way. But when we go farther, 
and readily conceive, that the fupport 
and prefervation of Hanover is more 
particularly the object of the king of 
Pruffia’s regard, we fhall, with the 
leaft refle€tion on the conduct of that 
prince, learn, that he would never fuf- 
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fer France to have any footing there, 
nor indeed in any other part of the em- 
pire, much lefs on his own borders. 
Common fenfe would diétate this to 
any prince, with fufhcient power to 
prevent it, which no body will difpute 
to be the cafe of the king of Prufia. 
Aad thus guarded by the empire in ge- 
neral, and the king of Pruffa in parti- 
cular, Hanover can in no fenfe want 
the aid of Great Britain ; nor, confe- 
quently, has the fupport thereof been 
any reafon for engaging us in this war. 
Nor by a parity of reafoning can it be 
pretended, that it was to give any ac- 
quifition to Hanover, there being none, 
as I know of, to be had, either in or 
out of the empire, fuppofing the arms 
of the allies had proved never fo fuc- 
cefsful. It feems to me evidently to 


_follow,that the motives of this war have 


had a very different retrofpe€t, with- 
out any more relation to Hanover, 
than to any other of ourallies. What 
relates to the troops being taken into 
our pay, will appear prefently in the 
proper piace. 

The power of France had its com- 
mencement from the decline of the 
houfe of Auffria, and the eftablifhing 
of itfelf into an abfolute monarchy the 
beginning of the XVIIih century, by 
the conduét of cardinal Rich/iew. The 
feven provinces becom'ng free, and 
our ‘James 1. a weak prince, both effen- 
tially contributed to turn the fcale in 
favour of the houfe of Bourbon. In 
the year 1630, the proteftant intereft 
engaging Germany in a war, and Gu/- 
tavus Adolphus, on their behalf, enter-: 
ing the empire, and the German and 
Spani/b interefts (eparated,laid together’ 
the foundation whereon was conit:uc- 
ted the rifing glory of that houfe. This 
was followed by the revolt of Portu- 
gal, and by the French over running 
the greateft part of Flanders and Hai- 
nault, confirmed to them by the treaty 
of the Pirences, 1659. From this 
time it became more particularly the 
confideration of Great Britain, how 
to fupport the houfe of Aufria, fo as 

to 
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to render it a balance to that of Bour- 
don, on the continent ; and how more 
{pecially to guard againft its acquiring 
too much fea coaft,or too much power 
on the ocean, The laft of thefe 
Cromeell took care of during his wfur- 
pation, and fecured the important port 
of Dunkirk ; but from the reftora:ion 
cf Charles Il. to the abdication of 
James \I. either of thee points were 
io f.r from being regarded, that Dan- 
kirk was fold, and the French fuffered 
to purfae their conquelts, againft the 
expre/s fenfe cf the nation, as appears 
by the parliamentary addrefles. The 
neceflity of preferving Europe in gene- 
ral, and Britain in particular, founded 
thofe engagements that were the caufe 
cf the revolution. This put the power 
of France toailand ; and the fucceffes 
of the duke of Marlborough in the 


next reign, had effe€tually preferv’d 


us from any future attempts of the 
houfe of Bourton, and, confequently, 
of any neceflicy of being now at war, 
if luch a peace had been made as we 
might have commanded. ‘The mak- 
ing the peace of Utrecht, a long con- 
tinuance of tranquility,whereby France 
got breath, and acquir’d a flourifhing 
commerce, with the feting of Don 
Carlos in Italy, more than recover’d 
tothe houfe of Buorbom their weakn- 
ings and Joffes by the late war: and 
eur fi:uation, on the entering into this, 
is not fo good as to our alliances, as 
at the revolution; and much worfe,. 
in refpe& to our being fifty millions 
in debt. But will any bady infer from 
all thefe known faéts, or the badnefs of 
our fi:uation, thet it was right to fit 
Rill until France had raifed her power 
from dangerous to irrefiltible? Or 
can any man of common [enfe think 
himfelf right in fo reafoning ? Or can 
a peace be now acceptable on almoft 
any terms? fince it’s impoflible to 
have any but what muft add to the 
power of France, and, in.proportion, 
lefien our Own, evidently preparative 
to a train of fatal confequences. In 


the articleof tofs and: gain, the balance — 
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is on our fide in captures at leaft five 
millions, befides Cape Breton, at leatt 
worth twelve more, which I hope 
Over-runs our expences, great and ex- 
traordinary as they are: and there is 
another acquifition in view, 1 fancy » 
pretty ealy one too, which may, 
without ftretching the value, be worth 
@s much more ; all, when ac- 
quir'd, capable of being eofily pre- 
ferv’d. But this is not the cafe with 
the French in Flanders, who are on 
the point of waking back, without 
any acquifitions to folace themfelves 
with, for all their loffes by fea, and ex- 
pences by land. 

This feems to me a light, wherein 
no body, thit chufes to refle€’ a mo- 
ment, can help feeing i to be the evi- 
dent ftate of things. If it be etk’d, 
how are we to find money ? I could 
fafely fay, it is not difficult to a mi- 
niftry with any kindof ékill, the p'ain 
ftate of the cafe being this: ‘The ne- 
tion, by carrying on this war, is pur- 
chefing a fure eftate in North Amerita, 
which will not only fecure our pre- 
vious acquifitions, but moft probably 
pay an intereftof ten per Ct. for what 
we only pay four, with a furp.us capi- 
tal : and can this be judg’d a fituation 
to make peace in? 

The cavilling about what kind of 
troops we fhall hire, if it beagreed that 
we are to hire any, and that they are 
as good, as complete, and at the fame 
price, I fee not the fenfe of ;. not find- 
ing it difputed, but that the Hanoveri- 
an troops are as good, and at leaft co 
be as much depended upon, as any 
other. We thought fo in the late 
war, and I can’t fee the reafon, tho’ I 
can the aim and prejudice, why the 
king’s being eleétor of Hamover can be 
any more objection to the entertaining 
of his troops in Flanders now, than 
when the family was not on the Bri- 
tif throne ;. nor have I yet ever heard 
or read the leaft appearance of argu- 
ment againft it. 

Upon the whole, while the necefli- 
ty is apparent, andthe balance of Pe 
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at evidently in our favour, [ fee no 
reafon in fetting the hazard of the 
prefent expence againft inevitable de- 
ftru€tion; the meaning of the difburfe- 
ment feeming to me no more, than 
in a private man’s advancing his 
ready money to purchale an eitate at 
half value. 


From the GENTLEMAN'S MaGaZzANe, 
On Cursinc and SWEARING. 


N the golden verfes, commonly af- 
cribed to Pythagoras, we fee the 
due obfervance of an oath made one 
of the chief dutiesof man. ‘The an- 
tient Greeks and Romans bound thofe 
perfons by an oath to whom they left 
the execution of their laf wills ; 
which cuftom is alluded to in many 
paflages of the antients. Zuvenal, 
than whom no body more deteited, 
or more feverely fcourged vice, 
among the bieffings of the golden 
age mentions {wearing not being 
practifed then, 


—Nondum Grecjs jurare paratis, &c. 
Sat. 6. 


The veneration,in which an oath ought 
to be held by Engli/omen,appears from 
the long practice of our courts of law; 
where an oath is adminifter’d as the 
teft of the veracity of the perfon {wear- 
ing ; and if he is proved perjured, a 
fhameful and painful penalty is inflic- 
ted on him. 

The cuitom of curfing and fwear- 
ing, which has long prevail’d among 
almoft all forts of people in England, 
isnot only indecent and unpolite, but 
Wicked, as it takes away the reverence 
and awe which are due toa legal 
oath ; and I doubt not but many 

erfons in a length of years have for- 
worn themfelves thro’ the little value 
which they placed on an oath. When 
men are countenanced by each other 
in wfing the moft fhocking ex-crations 
on the flighteft occafions, andin {wear- 
ing by thé deity without any occafion, 





the folemnity and religious fenfe which 
ought to attend the aét of legal {wear- 
ing vanifhes ; and fuch perfons as are 
not habituated to religious or philofo- 
phical fpeculations, treat the form of 
adminiftring an oath with as much in- 
difference as they would any common 
and familiar aét. 

It was time, therefore, for the legi- 
flature to endeavour to put a ftopto 
this fcandalous and profane cuftom *: 
every man’s propzrty, and life, might 
be affected by it; for when the bond 
of con{cience is once broke,the fecurity 
of fociety is in a great meafure im- 





* By the a& newly pafvd a perfon 
convidled, after June 4, 1746, of cur/- 
ing or fwearing, if a day labourer, com- 
mon failor, foldier or feaman, is to pay 
one foilling ; every perfon, under the 
degree of a gentleman, two fhillings ; 
and every other perfon of or above the 
degree of a gentleman five frillings ; for 
the fecond offence to pay double, and 
for every Jubjequent offence treble 
the fum firft inflited. Offenders not 
paying the penalty,to be committed to the 
houfe of correétion, and kept to hard la- 
bour for 10 days. Any common foldier, 
Sailor, or feaman on conviftion to pay 
the penalty and coft,or,in default thereof, 
inftead of being committed to the boule 
of correétion, to be fet in the flocks for 
one hour, and for any number of offences 
tevo hours.

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paired ; for tho’ our penal laws are 
the barriers ereéted for us againit evil 
doers, yet thoufands of the innocent 
may be ruin’d by peijury, without 
the perjured perfons being detected : 
and that indifference with which the 
vulgar, and I am afraid perfons of 
higher rank, may be brought to treet 
a legal oath by a long habit of curfing 
and {wearing, mey perhaps be the 
occafion cf perjury fitting very light 
on the'r confciences. 

I thould not wonder if it could be 
demonftrated that peijury is more fre- 
quent in popifh than in proteftant 
countries, where fuch oaths are in the 
mouths of all men as are aftonifhing to 
the confiderate, on account of the folly 
and profanene’sof them: among their 
oaths in common ufe are the follow- 
ing: by Ged’s bones, by God's Flefh, 
by the blosd of Ged; many more of 
which fore may be feen in the old 
Enclifo comedies, wrote in popifh 
times. 

Our old and great Englifh dramatic 
poet has, in his play caii’d 4s you like 
it, reprefented man in one of his flages 
of life as 


Full of frange Oaths. —— 


Shake/pear has indeed drawn acommon 
fwearer like a favage in what follows, 


— bearded like a pard, 
Sudden and quick in quarrel. 


I cannot without furpr ze hear mer, 
whole birth, education, and ftations in 
life, fhould raife their minds above the 
vulgar, utter fuch oaths and curfes as 
would even difgrace the loweft clafs of 
men, on a notion that this makes them 
appear manly and terrible, while, on 
the contrary, it renders them unmanly 
and contemptible. 

Broughton’s amphitheatre, and the 
boxing itages, arethe fchools in which 
surfing and fwearing have been taught 
and practifed with great fuccefs: in 
thele I have feen the Briti# bruifers, 





numerous asthe Atheniaw youths in 
the groves of Academus, throng round 
the champions: peers, poets, painters, 
piayers, and pickpockets, have join- 
ed inthe loud applaufe, and confirm’d 
theirapprobation with a volley of oaths. 
Had Milten lived to our times he 
might have been faid to have taken his 
de‘cription of the realms of chaos and 
old might irom thefe places: there 
loud uproar, hubbubs wild, and ten fold 
confujion, furround the throne ot A- 
narchy. J have heard fome of the in- 
genious frequen‘ers of fuch places fay 
that our heroic youth thence receive 
their firft impreffions of courage, and 
by the fcenes prefenied there they are 
fired to e€ts of glory. All men who 
are apt to indulge reflection will allow, 
that, if the manners of dardarians are 
proper for the imitation of a civilized 
people, thofe are the {chools of ho- 
nour: but we know that heroic vir- 
tue cannot be the growth of fuch in- 
glorious and ignoble foils." Hockéey 
in the hole is now no more; and 
what fhall be the fate of the other 
fchool of defence thofe muft determine 
who have fo laudably exerted their 
power againit profane cuifing and 
{wearing. 

I would recommend to all perfons 
of high rank, and to others who have 
children and fervants, one method 
which will facilitate the reformation 
propofed : let them refolve never to 
{wear a rafh oath, or utter a curfe, and 
to turn every fervant away tha: fhall 
do either, andthe emulation in lower 
men of imitating their fuperiors in 
curfing and {wearing will ceafe. 

I havein fome families hearda young 
girl utter expreflions which border on 
curfing : I was furprized to hear fuch 
words from the lips of Innocence ; for 
I believe fhe faid nothing from any 
bitternefs of heart ; but my wonder 
ceafed when I heard her mamma ufe 
the fame words, and her father curfe 
and fwéar without referve : for a good 
wife is always forward to imitate a 
fond hufband: and a dutitul child 
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thinks fhe can do nothing better than 
follow the example of a kind father 
and mother. Dr. Young has drawn a 
charaéter of a young lady who was 
above the referve in her converfation 
which is peculiar to her fex.

The following Account of am extracr- 
dinary large foffil Tooth and Bones 
of an Elephant, with the RefleBions 
occafion’d thereby, in a Letter from 
Mr. Henry Baker, Fellow of the 
Royal Society, to the Prefident, we 
imagine will be no d:fagreeable Amu/fe- 
ment to our Réaders. 


HIS Tooth wes fent to Mr. Pa- 
ker from Norewich, by Mr. Wil- 
liam Arderon. It feems, fays be, to 
be aGrinder belonging to the Left 
Under- Jaw of a very large Elephant, 
as its own Size and Weight may fhew: 
For the Circumference, meafured by 
a String drawn round the Edge, is 3 
Feet, wanting 1 Inch; in Length it 
meafures 15 Inches ; in Breadth where 
wideft, 7 Inches, in Thicknefs above 
3 ; and its Weight. is upwards of 11 
Pounds. 

On one Side it is convex, and onthe 
other concave, with 16Ridges andFur- 
rows running on each Side traniverfly, 
and correfponding with the fameNum- 
ber of Eminences, on the grinding 
Edge, which appears furrowed like a 
Milftone.On theBottom of thePart that 
lay within theGum are feveralCavities 


for the Infertion of the Nerves. The 
wholeTooth is almoft intire,and feems 
very little, if at all, petrefied ; but fince 
its being expofed to the Air, feveral 
little Cracks appear. Other monftrous 
Bones were found with it, as I am in- 
formed; and particularlyThigh Bones, 
6 Feet long, and as thick as the Thigh 
of*a Man ; all which belonged, proba- 
bly, to the fame Animal, and may be 
confidered as fartherProofs of theCrea- 
ture’s enormous Size. 

he Place where, and the Manner 
how, thefe Bones were difcovered, are 
Particulars fo well de‘ervingConfidera- 
tion, that I fhall make no Apology for 
relating them. 

A little Town, called Munfley, is fi- 
tuated clofeto the Sea fhore, on the 
North-Eaft Coaft of the Country of 
Norfolk, where the Sea is bounded by 
exceeding high rocky Cliffs: Some 
whereof being gradually undermined 
by the continual Dafhing cf theWaves 
when the Tide comes ir, great Pieces 
frequen:ly tumble down upon theShore: 
And by the tumbling down of one of 
thefe, the above-mentioned Bones and 
Grinder were difcovered. 

Here, therefore, can be littleReafon 
for imagining ( ast know fome have 
done, when fuch-likeBones have been 
found in more inland Counties) that 
the Romans brought Elephants over 
hither; which when dead,they buried 
deep inthe Earth, to prevent their 
being offenfive : For they cculd never 
think of burying fuch a Carcafe in a 
rocky Cliff, clofe to, or perhaps over- 
hanging theSea.—But,on the contrary, 
this Difcovery feems 2 convincingDe- 
monftration, thatthe Earth has under- 
gone fome very extraordinary Altera- 
tions: For the Remains of Animals, 
of quite different Climates and Regi- 
ons, and of Kinds, which, in the pre- 
fent Situation of theWorld,cou!d never 
peflibly come over hither, muft either 
imp!y their having been placed here by 
Providence, originally, or, that this I- 
flind muft, heretofore, have been con- 
tiguous to the Continent : But, fince 

we 
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we find thefe Creatures in very hot 
Countries only, it is highly probable 
they were never placed hete by Pro- 
vidence ; unlefs we can fuppofe the 
Temperature of our Climate, as to 
Heat and cold, to have been greatly 
altered : And, withou: fuch a Suppo- 
fition, it would be no iefs unreafonable 
to imagine they would wander hither 
from warmer Regions,tho’ even all the 
Quarters of theGlobe fhould have been 
contiguous. 

WhatChanges have happened to our 
Earth, and how they have been pro- 
duced, no humanWifdom can poflibly 
find out with any Certainty : But {up- 
pofe only the Polar Points, or xis 
thereof, to have been fhifted at any 
Time but afew Degrees, and its Cen- 
tre of Gravity to have been alter’d 
(which fome great Men have imagined 
not improbable,) what Convulfions in 
Nature, what an univerfal Change ia 
the Face of Things,muft thereby have 
been occafioned /’ What Inundations, 
or Deluges of Water, bearing every 
Thing before them / What Breaches 
in the Earth, Hurricanes andTempefts, 
muft have a:tended fuch an Event ! 
For the Waters muft have been rolled 
along, till, by theman Equipoife was 
produced.—In fhort, all Parts of the 
World would thereby acquire different 
Degrees of Heatand Cold than what 
they had before. Seas would be form- 
ed where Continents had been: Con- 
tinents would be torn in funder, or 
perhaps {plit intoIflinds. The anci- 
ent Bed of the Sea would be changed 
into dry Land, and appear covered at 
firft with Shells, and other marine Bo- 
dies ; of which the Adtion and nitrous 
Salts of the Air would; inafewY ears, 
moulder away, and turn to Duft thofe 
upon the Surface ; but fuch as were 
buried deep would be preferved and 
rema'n for many Ages. 

Such would probably have been the 
Fate of inanimate Things : And as to 
living Creatures, they muft have been 
almoft univerfally deftroyed and buried 
in the World, as perhaps this Elephant 






may have been. Some few, however, 
would in all likehood efcape either by 
{wimming to, or being left on, rifing 
Lands ; where, if they met with pro- 
per Food, and an agreeable Climae, 
they would continue and increafe, or 
o:herwife would wander till they found 
fuch a Country, unlefs prevented by 
interpofing Seas, or impaflable Rivers. 
All this indeed is barely Conjecture : 
But the Bones and Teeth of Fifhes,the 
Multitudes of SeaShells(fome whereof 
are petrefizd, and others not) and the 
many Sea Produétions found buried 
in the Earth in almoft every Coun- 
try, at yaft Diftances from the Sca,and 
even in the midland Parts are Demon- 
{trations of the furprizing Alterations 
that muft have happened as to the 
Difpofition of the Sea and Land. The 
Horns of the great Moufe Deer, dug 
frequently out of the Bogs in /re/and, 
and fometimes in England, the Bones 
and ‘Teeth of Elephants found. there, 
and this prefent Difcovery, together 
with fome others of the like Kind that 
have been made in England, {feem to 
prove, that fuch Animals formerly in- 
habited thefeCountries notwithftanding 
the Moufe Deer is{known at prefent 
only in America, and Elephants are not 
found except in Africaand Afia. 

Part of the Horn andPalm of aDeer, 
found ina Chalk Pit, ata Village cal- 
led Baber, 4 Miles Eakt of Norwich, at 
the Depth of 16 Feet, and almoft con- 
verted into achalky Subftance, being 
of a Kind of which, I am told, we 
have none in this [fland, I alfo lay be« 
fore you, as another Proof to the fame 
Purpofe. 

oping Pardon for this Digreffion, 
I fhall juft beg Leave to oberve, that 
the prefent Grinder and Bones, how- 
ever they came thither, muft have laia 
in this Cliff for many Ages 5 and that 
the Grinder in particular is very much 
larger and heavier than any Our. late 
worthy Prefident, SirHens Sloane, has 
mentioned in N. 403, and 404, of the 
Philofophical Tranfaétions, where he 
gives an Account of all the fofil by” 
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of Elephants that had come to his 
Knowledge. I may add, that none 
of thole mentioned by Mr. Mo/ineux, 


in his Hiftory of Jre/and, come near 


itin Weight or Size. Our Thigh- 
Bones of 6 Feet long, exceed alfoby 2 
Feet any Ehaveever yet heard of : 
And, according to Mr. Blair's Oltelogy 
of anElephant 9 Feet high, which died 
at Dundee in Scotland,in the Y ear 1706, 
and whofe Thigh-Bones were 3 Feet 
in Length(Vide Phil. Tranf. N. 327,) 
we may fuppole, by the Rules of Pro- 
portion, that the Elephant, to whom 
our Bones and Tooth belonged, was 18 
Feet in Height. :

S the Rebellion is now brought 

‘te a happy Conclufion by the 
victorious Arms of his Royal High- 
nefs the Duke of Cumber/and, it is a 
proper Time for this Paper, which 
was entirely occafioned by that Rebel- 
lion, to ceafe with it.

Thefe appeared to me to be iminedi- 
ately attacked by the Followers of that 
Standard which aPopifhPretender had 
openly fet up in thefe Kingdoms ; ana 
who was at that Time attended with 
an Appearance of Succefs that ftruck 
the whole Nation with a general 
Panick. 

It is not my purpofe here toclaim to 
myfelf any extraordinary Merit from 
the Undertaking. Todo all that in 
us lies, at fuch a Time, todefend our- 
felves and our Country, is perhaps no 
more than weare ftriftly obliged to. 
However, I hope I fhall be allowed 
to have hereby difcharged my Duty as 
an Englifhman and as a loyal3ubjec to 
his prefent: Majefty. 


And whoever hath taken the Pains 
to read thefe Writings, muft likewife 
own, that I have done this with as lit- 
tle Bitternefs and Invedtive againf 
thofe very Parties whofe miitaken Te- 
nets had, I am afraid, too much en- 
couraged this Undertaking, and had 
flattered the Invader with tao rest 
Hepes of final Succefs. I did my 
uimoit to diffuade the well-meaning 
but rafh Part of my Countrymen from 
general and violent Attacks on whole 
Bodies of Men, even on the Raman 
Catholicks themfelves, while they re- 
tained the Duty of their Allegiance, 
and preferved that Peace which the 
Law requires. I endeavoured likewile 
to obviate, as far as I was able that 
Difinclination which wasarifing a 
too many againft the whole Scoti/bNa- 
tion, which I thought wasat once un- 
jultand dangerous to the common 
Caufle. 

Another Inftance of the Lenity of 
this Paper is, that I have been totally 
filent with Regardto the Punifhment 
of thofe Wretches, whofe Lives are 
become forfeited to Juftice upon this 
Occafion. If everthere was a Time 
when Incentives to Aéts of Severity 
would be feafonable, it is the prefent, 
when we have the mildeftAdminiftra- 
tion, under the beft natur’d Prince in 
the World. But whoeverknows me 
at all, muft know that Cruelty is molt 
foreign from my own Difpofition ; I 
have therefore left thefe unhappy Men 
to that Mercy, which I am fure they 
will find, as far as the Prudence of Pa- 
licy, and the Infolence of their Abet- 
tors will allow it to be extended. 
This they may expect from that great 
and glorious Man, who is at the Head 
of our Law, and whofe Goodnefs of 
Heart is no lefs coufpicuous than thofe 
great Parts, which, both in the Cha- 
rater of a Statefman and a Lawyer,are 
at once the Honour and theProteétion 
of his Country. 

A Temper like this preferved in a 
Writer, will,I believe, feldom recom- 
mend him greatly to the Party he 
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poufes ; but it fhould always befpeak 
from that which he oppofes, fucn a 
Treatment as becomes Men togive a 
fair and honeft Adverfary. Such I may 
certainly call myfelf, fince I exeried 
Vehemence againft the Enemy, only 
then when he was arrayed againft us ; 
for the Paper principally intended to 
inflame this Nation againft the Rebels, 
was writ whilft they were at Derby, 
and in that Day of Confufion, which 
God wil], I hope, never fuffer to have 
its Equal in this Kingdom. 

Whatever theretore may be myFate, 
as I have difcharged my Duty to my 
King and Country, and have, at the 
fame Time, preferved even a Decency 
to thofe who have (erroreoufly, I hope) 
embraced a Caufe in Oppofition to 
both, I fhall now retire with the fecret 
Satisfaétion which at‘ends rightA€tions, 
though they fail of any great Reward 
from the one, and are profecuted 
with Curfes and Vengeance from the 
other.

4n Account of an extraordinary Cafe 
of the Bones of a Woman growing 
foft and flexible; communicated to the 
Roya Society dy Mr. Sylvanus 
Bevan, F. R. S. 


THE Wite of one B. S. inthe Year 

1738. wastaken witha Diabetes, 
with the ufual Symptoms, viz A fre- 
quent end copiousDifcharge by Urine, 
a gradual Wafting of the Body, a hec- 
tic Fever, with a quick low Pulfe, 
Thirft, great Pains in her Shoulders, 
Back, andLimbs, and Lofs of Appetite. 
She continued in this manner Two 
Years, (notwithftanding the Ufe of 
Medicine generally prefcribed in fuch 
Cafes) much emaciated ; at which 
time fhe was attacked with an Inter- 
mittent, which foon left her ; after 
which theDuabetes gradually decreafeds 
{o that in fome fewMonths fhe was in- 
tirely free from that Diforder, but the 





Pains in her Limbs ftill continued, 
She recovered her Appetite very well, 
breathed free and eafy, and her Heétic 
very much leflened, though fhe had 
fome Appearance of it at times. 

About Eighteen Months ago, fhe 
had fuch a Weaknels and Pains in her 
Limbs, that it confined her to her Bed 
altogether ; and in a few Months her 
Bones in herLegs and Arms felt fome- 
what foftto the Touch, and were fo 
pliable, that they were bent into a 
Curve ; but, for feveral Months before 
her Death they were as limber as a 
Rag, and would bend any way, with 
lefs Difficulty than the mufcular Parts 
ofa healthy Perfon’s Leg, without the 
Interpofition of the Bones. 

The 12th of April 1742. after a 
long and tedious Ilinefs, fhe died, near 
the Age of Forty : And, having the 
Confent of her Friends, I had the Cu- 
riofi:y to examine more particularly in- 
to the feveral Matters before-mention- 
ed. Upon raifing the Cutis, found the 
Membrana Adipofa much thicker than I 
expected in aPerfon fo muchemaciate: 
The Sternum and Ribs,with their Car- 
tillages, were very foft ; and all the 
cartilaginous Parts of the Ribs, at their 
Articulations, from the Claxicle down- 
wards, weredoubled over one another 
on the Left Side,about an Inch. Upon 
raifing the Sternum, I found theLungs 
adhered very clofe tothe Ribs,forFour 
or Five Inches on each Side; but were 
more loofe and fliccid than ufual,and 
much lefsin Siz2 : Her Heart wasof 
the common Bignefs. Upon viewing 
her Liver, I fonnd it at leaft a Third 
Part bigger than common; and her 
Spleen was about an Inch and a half 
in the longeft Part, and a Quarter 
thick : The Jnteftines were very much 
inflated. 

She had Appearances of feveral 4z- 
chyloffes's formed in the {mall Joints, 
viz. carpal and metacarpal Bones _; but 
upon laying them open, I found them 
only like a thin Shell: The cartilagi- 
nous Eppes of the Bones were in- 
tirely diffolved, and no Parts of the 
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Heads of the Bones remaining, but an 
Ouifide, not thicker than an Egg-fhell. 

Upon making Incifions in her Legs 
and Arms, Five or Six Inches long, I 
found the outer Lamina of the Bones 
foft,and become perfectly membranous, 
about the Thicknels of the Peritoneum, 
containing (inftead of a bony Sub- 
ftance) a Fluid of the confiftence of 
Honey, when it is thick, of a reddifh 
Colour not at all difagreeable to the 
Smell : There was no Appearance of 
any Bones in her Leg, and Arms, ex- 
cept nearthe Joints, which were in 
part diffolved,and what remained were 
very foft, and full of Holes, like aHo- 
ney-comb: Alfo the Bones of theHead 
would eafily give way to the Preffure 
ot the Finger. 

It is remaikable, that thofe Parts of 
the Bones that are the molt compact 
and hard, were firit diffo.ved, while 
their Heads, which are more fpongy 
and foft, had not fo intirely loft their 
Subftance. 

When fhe was in Health, fhe was 
Five Feet high, asl am informed by 
her Hufband: I meafured her after 
her Death, and fhe was but Three 
Feet Seven Inches in Length, though 
all her Limbs were ftretched out ftrait, 
which is Seventeen Inches fhorter than 
fhe was in her Health: The Bones, 
which ferve as Levers for the Mufcles 
to aét upon, being diflolved, thefe had 
nothing to keep them extended in their 
ufual Poflition. 

The Perfon was under the Care of 
Dr. Cadwalader of Penfilvania. 


4 Description of MONS. 


ONS, named Berger by the Na- 

tives, is fi:uated on a Hill near 

the River Trouville. It is large and 
well fortified with good Bul warks,and 
three Ditches with Sluices that may 
drown all the Country'round about ir, 
except the South Eaft Side, where the 
Ground is fomewhat higher,and where 
they have railed good Baftions. This 
Town has fine Buildings, and an old 
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Caftle, and is famous for its Trade and 
good Workmen, and the Abbey of 
Canoneffes of St. Waltrude ; who are 
Virgins of Quality, are prefent at the 
Morning Service in Canonical Habits, 
but wear fecular Cloaths the reft of the 
Day, and are permitted to marry. The 
antient Earls of Hainault took the Ti- 
tlex of Earls of Mons, This Town 
was ome Years in the Pofieflion of 
the French, who carried it after a vi- 
gorous Siege and agallant Defence, in 
1691, Louis XIV. being prefent in Per- 
fon. He reftor’d it by the Peace of 
Ryfwick, but feized it again tipon the 
Death of King Charles II. of Spain, 
and kept Poffeffion till 17¢9. In which 
Year it was befieg’d by the Duke of 
Marlborough ; and the French Grand 
Army, under the Marfhals Vid/ars and 
Fouffiers, threatned to relieve it. The 
Duke advanced to give themBattle,and 
came up with them in theWoods near 
the Village of Ma/plaquet, about feven 
or eight Miles to the South of this 
City, where they lay behind treble, 
Entrenchments. He attacked them, 
however,and gave them a total Defeat, 
though with great Lofs on the Side of 
the Allies. This Victory was follow- 
ed by theReduétion not of Mons only, 
but of almoft all Hainau/t, the greateft 
Part of which was confirmed to the 
Houle of Auffria, by the Peace of U- 
trecht. This City ftands 27 Miles S. 
W. of Bruffels, 37 W. ot Namur, 39 
almoft S. of Ghent, 48 almolt S. of 
Antwerp, 65 almoft W. of Liege, and 
48 almoft N.E. of Arras. 


A brief Account of Namur. 


AMUR. is efteem’d one of the 
ftrongeft Towns in Europe. It 

ftands on the Weft Side of the Mae/z, 
juft where it receives the Sambre ; this 
latterRiver running between the Town 
and the Citadel, The taking of it by 
Lewis XIV. in 1692, was applauded 
as onc of the greateft Adtions of his 
Life. Boileau, the bett French Poet 
of his Age, wrote an Ode on the Oc. 
Caflog, 
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cafion, in which he pretended to imi- 
tate the Fire of Pindar. King W7/Ii- 
am retook it in t695, but with ‘very 
great Lofs : However, his Succefs 
prompted Mr. Prior, who was then 

, to burlefque the French Ode 
in an Engti/b Baliad, which isa very 
fingular Piece cof Humour. It fell a- 
gain into theHands of the French upon 
the Death of Char/es 11. King of Spain, 
and remain’d fo tillthe Peace ot U- 
trecht gave it to the Emperor Charles 
VI. The greatDuke of Marlborough, 
amidft all his Viétories, never attempt- 
ed to make himfelf Mafter of Namar 
by Force of Arms.

the hills in the Weftern and unfre- 

ented paths of the city of Lima, 
which looks towards the defart EF/- 
katiff, in order to reirefh my felf after 
the itudies of the day. As I grew ttr- 
ed with walking, I ieated my felf on 
the head of one of the higheft among 
that verdant range of mountains, and 
gave my felf into a profound con- 
templation on the works of the great 
Creator, which then prefented them- 
felves tomy view in the moft charm- 
ing profpect imaginable. The height 
of the place, the ftillnefs of the feafon, 
the majefty & folemnity of the fhades, 
which were at that time filvered over 
with bright moonshine, fpread through 
my whole foul,a tranquillity not to be 
felt, but by a mind free from guilt, 
and raifed by the raptures of religion 
and devotion. On one hand of the 
fummit where I fat,the town appeared 
buried in fleep and filence,and produ- 
ced in my heart thofe tender over- 
flowings of compaffionate humanity, 
which are natural toa generous mind. 
On the other fide the defart of 
Elkatiff extended its wide unculti- 


I Was walking, afew nights ago,over 
qe 


vated dimenfions, and, by its vai- 
nefs, and ruggednefs ot landfkips, 
ftruck my imagination with a kind 
of pleafing horror. I could ob- 
ferve nothing throughout its favage 
waftes,but caverns and precipices,bro- 
ken rocks and mountains, hollow vales, 
fandy plains, and gloomy forefts, with 
which it was covered. At the foot of 
the hill, the river, which watered Zi- 
ma, flowed along in a ferene calm, 
whofe waves feemed to murmur in 
their fleep,and nod gently to the fhore. 
Over my head, the fky fhone with a 
Fively blue, whence che beautiful Em- 
prefs of night difpenfed her influence, 
and the {tars twinkled round herthrone, 
like fo many diamonds in an arch of 
{aphire. 

In a word, the place, the feafon,and 
the fubje& of my meditation, all con- 
fpired to fix my thoughts, and kindle 
in my bofom the flames of 2 holy tran- 
fport. As I melted away in thefe de- 
lights, I could not help imagisting but 
the fame employments I was then 
pleafing myfelf with, bore fome ana- 
logy to thofe which regale the - 
ed {pirits of good men. O im! 
aid I to myfelf ) don’t the habitants 
of paradife thus admire the works of 
God ? Does not the harmony of their 
praifes rove thro’ the bowers of blifs, 
and foften the murmurs of the ftreams 
of life? Are they not overflowed with 
a flood of joy, when they fearch the 
labyrinths of creation, and 
through the dominions of the fupreme 
Being ? Methinks I beheld them lift 
up their admiring eyes, from the fields 
green in an eternal flourifh, and, with 
a ftrengthened and enlarged ken, pe- 
netrate into the remote paces of zther. 
They view the fyftems that compofe 
our univerfe, and their intelleéts are 
ftretched and crowded with the ample 
vifion! Here the fixed ftars, like fo many 
funs, beat upontheir fight in a tempeft of 
glory; herethe feveral planets gravi- 
teste to their refpeétivefuns, and wheel 
about them ina mighty eddy of liquid 
flame ; here the leffer fatellites dance 
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attendance to their primary planets,and 
with a milder gleam brighten their 
fhades, and refrefh their hours of dark- 
nefs; while all are inhabited by a nu- 
merous race of creatures, of different 
capacitiesand orders, but all excellently 
adapted to glorify their infinite maker. 
As I was lofing myfelfin this {olilo- 
quy, and as my thoughts fixed and 
warmer by degrees, a philofo- 
ical thought ftarted to my mind, 
which I did not find eafy to anfwer. 
How (faid I to myfelf) can the {pirits 
in paradife, ftript of the human body, 
tafte the delights of thofe foft and in- 
dulgent climates ? How will the na- 
ked foul be able to behold the wonders 
of creating art, which is fo profulely 
poured out on thofe regions of biifs 
and immortality ? Can they fee the 
verdure of the hills, or the flourifh of 
the fields, when they have left their 
morta] eyes behind them ? Or how can 
they be ravifhed with a confort: of 
warbling birds, rilling ftreams, and 
bubbling fountains, without the ears 
of the body ? Sure in vain will biof- 
foms emit their odours, and groves of 
fpices will perfyme the air in vain, if 
the power of fmelling be utterly ex- 
Gnguifhed in the feparate {pinks of 
good men ; and to what purpofe will 
the fruits blufh, or the breezes cool, 
if the tafte be entirely gone, and the 
nerves can feel no more ? 

While I was lofing myfelf in thefe 
inquiries, E faw a man, feated at the 
head ofa mountain, and at fame dif- 
tance, who looked down on me, and 
with sw voice full of magefty called me 
wp. Cafim, (fatd he), draw near; be 
attentive to what I utter: Ceafe to 

thy mind with the umfearch- 
able myfteries of our world; know thus 
much: [ama genius, my name is 
Secret, the place of my abode is re- 
mote and hidden : joy dwells there, 
and darknefs intercepts the fight of it ; 
filence fhall cover, death fhallt hay 
' @pen the gates of it. Affure thyfelf, 
thou fon of Ahmed, that the unembo- 


died fouls among us are perfedily 
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holy and happy, far beyond thy glim- 
mering conception. What avails it 
thee to know how they converte, 
what they fee, where they dwell ? 
Ceafe thy curiofiiy, and calm thy 
mind. Wouldft thou know what we 
do there, and be acquainted with our 
enjoyments? love thy maker, converfe 
with thy own heart, and delight in 
doing good. For thetime haftens in 
which we fhall receive our bodies ; 
for the duft thal] quicken, and the fouls 
be reunited : that which now lies in 
the grave, ftiff and pale, haftening 
to clay and afhes, fhall revive, 
fhali brighten, hali fly away, 
beauieous as morning, vigorous as the 
light, unfading and immortal. Make 
no inquiry how this fhall be, but go 
to the looms of Perfiz, and they fhall 
infirnét thee. Doft thou not obferve 
thelittle fhinmg worm that {pins thy 
one Fuk he fets thee “4K 2 
ample, end inlpires thy h : 
glorifies hie aioe He no his 
filken neft for the good of others, and 
retires inwards ; having done his 
work he dies ; being dead he rifes a- 
gain. You have olten feen that ule- 
fal infeét expire, and his fkin wither 
and dry away, and yet even that dry 
fkin become a prolifick egg, and new 
life {pring in that litle monument of 
death. You have beheld the dead 
iikworm revive into a butterfly, the 
moft beauciful and curious of all that 
{plendid race of infects. 

What more entertaining fpecimen is 
there of the refurrection in the whole 
circumference of nature ? Here are all 
the wonders of that day in miniature. 
It was once a defpicable worm ; it is 
railed a kind of little painted bird : 
formerly it crawled along with a flow 
and leifurely motion ; now i: flutters 
aloft upon, its gilded wings. How 
much improved is its fpeckled cover- 
ing, when all the gaudinels of colour 
is fcattered about its plumes! It is 


fpangled with gold and filver, and has 
every gem of the orient {parkling a- 
Here a 
brilliance 


mong its curieus feathers. 
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brilliant fpot, like a clear diamond, 
twinkles with unfullied luftre, and 
trembles with numerous lights, that 
glitter with gay confufion ; there a 
faphire cafts a milder gleam, and fhews 
like the blue expanie of heaven ina 
fair winter's evening. In this place an 
emerald, like the calm ocean, difplays 
its chearful and vivid gleams ; and 
clofe by a ruby flames with the ripened 
blufh of the morning ; the breaft and 
legs of ebony fhine with a glorious 
dart, while its extended wings are 
edged with the golden magnificence of 
the topaz. Thus this illuftrious little 
creature is finifhed with the divineft 
art, and looks likean animated compo- 
fition of jewels, that blend their pro- 
mifcuous beamsabout him. Thus, O 
Ca/fim,fhall the bodies of good men be 
railed, thus fhall they fhine, and thus 
fly away. Ceafe thenthy iniquiries ; 
learn tolive, and long to die ; prepare 
for our world, and getyour work done 
quickly. 

The genius having fpoken thefe 
words continued filent for fome time ; 
when at once my ears were furprized 
with the melody of innumerable voi- 
ces, and inftruments of mufick, which 
refounded from a great height in the 
air. Immediately the genius foared 
away, and my eyes loft him in the 
fublime ether. I then turned my 
eyes Eaftward, and faw the dawning 
day [mile on the top of the mountains.

| Pities, that one of the moft extraordi- 


nary Youths, for various amiable Ex- 
cellencies, efpecially Piety joined with 
a moft accurate mechanick Genius and 
Penetration into the internal Works of 
Nature,which this Land and Age have 
produced, and who deceafed laft Sum- 


mer, fhould be allowed: to fink into 






Oblivion among us. Thofe who were 
acquainted with Him, have no need I 
fhould fay—It was Mr. Edward Brom- 
field, jan. 

But to preferve his Memory in our 
PublickAnnals,! fhall briefly obferve— 
He was the eldeft Son ot Mr. Edward 
Bromfield Merchent in this ‘Town : 
Was born in 1723, entered Harvard 
College in 1738, took his hiit Degree 
in 1742, hisfecond in 1745, and died 
at his Father’s Houle Aug. 18. laft, to 
the deep Reluétance of ail who knew 
him. 

From his Childhood He was tho’t- 
ful, calm, eafy, modeft, of tender Af- 
feétions, dutiful to his Superiours, and 
kind to all about him. Ashe grew 
up, thefe agreable Qualities ripened 
in him; and he appeared very ingeni- 
ous, obfervant, curious, penetrating ; 
efpecially in the Works of Nature, in 
mechanical Contrivances and manual 
Operations, which increafed upon his 
ftudying the Mathematical Sciences, 
as alfo in fearching into the Truths of 
Divine Revelation and into the Na- 
ture of genuine experimental Piety. 

His Genius firft appeared,in the ac- 
curate Ufe of his Pen; drawing na- 
tural Landfcapes and Images of Men 
and other Animals, &c, making him- 
felfa Mafter of the famous Weffon’s 
fhort Hand in fuch Perfeétion, as He 
was able to take down every Word of 
the Profeflor’s Lectures in the College 
Hall, Sermons in the Pulpit, and Tef- 
timonies, Pleas, &c. in Courts of Ju- 
dicature. Ashe grew in Years, with 
a clear, fedate, unprejudic’d and moft 
ealy Way of Thinking, he greatly im- 
prov’d in Knowledge : and therewith 
a moft comely Sweetnefs, Prudence, 
Tendernefs and Modefty,graced all his 
Converfation and Improvements in the 
Eyes of all about him. 

As Monuments of his extraordinary 
Induftry and Ingenuity ; in two or 
three Minutes View. I fee He has 
left in his Study, (1) Maps of the 
Earth in its various Projections drawn 
with his Pen in a moft accurate Man-

ner, finer ‘than I have ever feen the 
like from Plates of Copper. (2.) A 
Number of curious Dia/s made with 
his own Hands : One of which is-a 
Triangular O@odecimal ; having about 
its Center eighteen Triangular Planes, 
with their Hour Lines and Styles, 
{tand:inz on aPeceftal,though unfinifh- 
ed. (3.) A Number of Optical and 
ether Mechanical Inftrumenis of his 
own inventing and making ; the De- 
figns and Ules of which are not yet 
known. (4.) A confiderable Number 
of Manu/fcripts, of his own writing : 
Containing Extraéts out of various 
Authors, with his own pious Mecita- 
tions and Self Reflections: though al- 
moit all in Short Hand, with many 
Charafters of his own devifing, and 


hard to be deciphered. bs 
(s.) As He was well fkill’din Mz. 


fick Rte for Exercife and Recreati- 
on, with hisown Hands has made a 
moft accurate Organ, with two Rows 
of Keys and many Hundred Pipes : 
his Intention being Twelve Hundred, 
but died betoreHe compleated it: The 
Workmanhhip of the Keys and Pipes 
furprizingly nice and curious, exceed - 
ing any Thing of the Kind chat ever 
came Here from Eag/and : Which he 
dcfigned,not meerly to retrefh his Spi- 
rits, but with the Harmony to mix, 
enliven and regulate his vocal and de- 
lightful Songs to his Great CREATOR, 
PRESERVER, BENEFACTOR and ReE- 
pEEMER. He thought the AuTHor 
of Nature and Mufick, does by his 
early Chorifters of the Air, with which 
the Day-Spring rifes, teach us to a- 
wake with them, and begin our Morn- 
ing Exercife with grateful Hymns of 
Joy and Praifesto him. And what is 
furprizing was, that He had but afew 
Times look’d into the infide Work of 
2 or 3 Organs which came from 
England. 
(6.) But what I would chiefly write 
of is— His clear Knowledge of the 
Properties of Light, his vaft Improve- 
ment in making Micro/copes, mott ac- 
curately grinding the fineft Gaffes ; 
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and thereby attaining to fuch wonde- 
rous Views of the infide Frames and 
Works of Nature, as I am apt to think 
that fome of them at leait have. never 
appeared to mortal Eye betore. He 
carried his Artand Initrments to fuch 
a Degree ; as to make a great Num- 
ber ot furprizing Difcoveries of tlic 
various Shapes and Cluiters contained 
in a Variety of exceedingly minute 
Particles ot Vegeiables, Infect:, &c ; 
as alfo of the yet fmalierCluilers which 
coimpofed the Particles ot tho’e Cluf- 
ters, &.—That He feem’dto be ma- 
king hafte tothe Sight of the A/inima 
Naturalia, or the very minu-elt and 
Original Atoms of material Subftances. 

In fhort, he could m:e: with no cu- 
rious Piece of Mechanif/m,but he could 
readily fee its Deficiencies, make one 
like it, and happily improve. At one 
Time he told me, it icem’'d as if we 
might magnify almoft unboundedly,or 
as far as the Rays of Light preferved 
their Properties and could be vilible. 
At another Time— That He fee a 
Way of bringing Sun beams in fucha 
Manner and Number intoa Room in 
the coldeft Day of Winter, as to make 
it as warm as He pleafed, without any 
other Medium. 

I earneftly urged him to write 
down, delineate and publifh his Dif- 
coveries, for the [nftruction of Mex 
and Glory of GOD : But his excef- 
five Modefty hindered Him: And 
now they are gone withou: Recovery. 
I can only relate a Specimen or two, 
which once He fhow’d me, as fol- 
low 

The frf of which I remember was 
—He put a fmall live Lou/e into his 
Micro{cope : and projeéting the Shade 
on the Wall, we could clearly fee the 
ftrong Workings of his Bowels, the 
Separation of the Food, the quick Pra- 
pulfion of the fingle and fucceflive lit- 
tle Balls of Excrements along to a 
Ciffis at the Anus, till the Cifis fill’d, 
and then the Extrufion at once toge- 
ther, as‘ina Sheep, &c. By the Beat- 





ing of the Collected Sun Beams, on 
; him 














him thro’ the Glafs, we prefently fee 
his Fluids boiling, and his mufcular 
Parts excited to univerfa), violent Con- 
vulfiews, which increafed till he dy’din 
an Inftant. 

The Other yet more wonderful — 
I took down at the Time in writing, 
viz, April 18. 1744. as Follows 
He put in the Piace thereof a Mite of 
a Cheefe: And it prcj &ed a Shade 
216 Half Inches Long, 120 Half Inch- 
es broad, and about as 7 dick as Broad, 
if theRoom had been 100 Feet {quare, 
he could have made the Shade of the 
Mite 100 Foct in Length, &c. He 
then put in its Place a fmall Particle 
of Gutter Vater,about as long, broad, 
and thick sgain-as the Mite: And ic 
projected a thin Shade which looked 
jike a mighty Lake, wherein were 
iwimming with inimitable Life and 
Swiftrefs, a Number of extreamly 
fmall Animaltcala, whole Shade was 
but Half an Inch Lonz, and about pro- 
porttonably droad as in the Mite, but 
lefs inThickne/s. By which I then com- 
puied Thus—Tohe Shade of the Mite

By which we clearly fee, that Toventy 
froe Thonfands nine Hundred and Twen. 
ry of thofe Half Inch Animaleula, 
could Jie Side by Side on the Back of 
that one Mite: And that Three Mi/ 
lions, a Hundred and ten Thoufands and 
fiur Hundred of them together, would 
nor make a Body fo large as his. 

We alfo faw the Azimalcula over- 
come with the colleéted Heat of the 
Sun-Beams and die in Struggles : Be- 
fore which their Motron was fo ex- 
treamly fwift, oar Sight was unable to 
define their Dimenftons with any 
ExeCtne’s. 

Yes, this moft oblerving young 
Cen:leman told me, that abouta Fort- 
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night before, or the Beginning of 4- 
pril, when thefe Animalcula were fo 
much nearer their Feetal State, they 
were fo {mall as at the fame Diftance 
to projeét a Shade of but a Texth of 
an Inch in Length. By whichI then 
computed thus—

And by this we may fee, that Six 
bundred and forty eight Thoufauds of 
thole Decimal Animaleula, could lie 
Side by Side on the Back of the Mite : 
And that 7 bree hundred and eighty eight 
Millions, and eight hundred Thoufands 
of them in a Heap together, would 
not amount to the Bignefs of his fingle 
Body. 

Yea, as the Half Inch Animalcula, 
and confequently the Decimals, were 
not balf fo thick in Proportion as the 
Mite; it would take up more than Dou- 
ble of thofe cubical Numbers, to equal 
his Body. 

Marvelloas—the Works of Gop ! 
Yea,they are honourable and ‘glorious, 
as the infpired Writer tells us ; and 
therefore fought out by all thofe that 
have Pleafure therein. 

By theOdfervations above; efpecially 
confadering he could eafily have magni- 
fied the Shade of the Mite to above a 
Hundred Feet,yeain aManner unbound- 
edly, &c. Methinks | can eafily can. 
ceive, How all the Children of Men 
from Adam might in their original Sta- 
mina be wmchofed in their Parental Sta- 
mina; end fo in the Lines of sheir 
Primitive Anceffor de sQually united 
to Him, as his Living Meinbers, at 

the 
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the Time of the firft Tran'greffion, and 
therein contraét aConmtamination with 


him. 

But thofeObfervations ferved to con- 
vince me of what the wonderful Sir 
Ifaac Newton bas fagacioufly premo- 
ntfhed ; that upon the Improvement 
of Microfcopes, material Subftances 
would appear fo tranfparent, as to 
prevent our perfeét Difcovery of them. 

Thele are but two or three Inftances 
of the many entertaining Difcoveries 
of this extraordinary Yoath: Whol 
doubt not has now the difcerning Pow- 
ers of Angels ; capable of feemg with- 
out Inftruments or Rays, even the fin- 
eft Parts of materialSubftances,with all 
their created Beauties and the wonder- 
ousOperations of theirMaxer in them: 
And yet entertained with fublimer 
Views. As there was fuch a Con- 
junction of Ingenuity and Piety in Him 
as is rarely feen among the Sons of 
Men ; fo his Ingenuity fané& fied, be- 
came an Inflrument to promote his 
Picty : either to advance his Know- 
ledge and Veneration of GOD, or 
help, excite and fit to adore, ferve and 
honour Him. Jn a very tender and 
weakly Body, he had an indefatigable 
Sou), was a wonderful Redeemer of 
Time ; And the above were fome of 
his recreating E xercifes, which he made 
fubfervient tothe Glory of GOD ; 
when he found it needful to divert from 
his intenfer Studies of Divine Reve/a- 
tien, and his own Conformity to his 
CREATOR,SANCTIFIER andSAvVIOuR: 
To the latter of which, he by divine 
Grace, was turned inaneminentManner 
about fix Years ago. Since which hap- 
pyChange within him,nothing feemed 
to engage his Soul and draw his At- 
ten:ion fo muchas the Study of Curisr, 
that moft admirable Perfon above all 
created Beings, and the moit wonde- 
rous Work of Redemption in its va- 
rious progreflive Branches from their 
firft Original to their eternal Confum- 
mation. And could the Key of his 
Charafers be perfeetly difcovered, ‘is 


hoped a remarkable Delineation may 
be alfo given of his experimental and 
ative Piety. 

I would on this Occafion beg the 
Readers Patience for one Obfervation 
more—viz; That as befides the moral 
Qualities of Serenity, Kindnefs, Pra- 
dence, Gentlenefs and Modefty, dif- 
playing in his very Countenance ; there 
appeared efpecially in the Air and Lock 
of his Eyes the ftrongeft Signatures of 
a curious and accurate Genius, that I re- 
member ever to have feen : From this 
and other Remarks in others, I am apt 
to think, that even every Duality of the 
Humane Mind, and even in their va- 
rious Mea/fures, may by the Operation 
of GOD at leatt, become even vifble 
in the Human Covntenance and Eye to 
near Spectators : And as the Appear- 


ance of the evi? Qualities of Malice,. 


Madnefs, Rage, &c,- among the Dam- 
ned, will eternally excite their mutual 
Horror; fo the amiable Excellencies 
of the Saints in Light, and above them 
all, of the moft glorious Son of GOD, 
will eternally blaze out in the Cour- 
tenance and Eye, to their perfeét and 
perpetual Plealure and Admiration.

Of Love and Beauty. 


HERE is nothing more gene- 
rally beliew’d by all, to be 
known, and lels underftood, in Faé, 
than Love. As Plants receive a Tinc- 
ture from the Soil in which they grow, 
fo Love too often receives a ffrong 
Colouring from the Temper of the 
Lover. ‘Hence that Variety which 
we fee on the Theatre of the World 
—The Platonic and Senfual; the Fea- 
lous and Indifferent ; the Conftant and 
Roving ; the Over warm and Too coal; 
the Difinterefted, that has the Happi- 
nefs of the Objeét beloved, in View ; 
and the Jntereffed, that only confults 
his own. 
The true, and only Objeét of Love, 
is Beauty. He, therefore, (and — 
¢) 
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he) thatcanta/ze Beauty, can fve/ Love. 
But there are two Kinds of Beauty, 
mental and corpsreal; whence Love 
of Neceflity, can never be the Refult 
of one only : A Savage may tafte the 
laft, that can have no Idea of the fir/?; 
whereas none can fa/ffe the fr/?, with- 
out having, not only an Idea of the 
laff, but a Capability of it. 

The Cwe, then, that I would give 
my pretty Readers in general, is, mot 
to be led by the Eye alone. 1 do not 
offer them the Counter Caution, fince 
they feldom take the Pains, to difcover 
a beautiful Mind thro’ an indifferent, 
or an wg/y Mafk. They generally ftop 
at firft Appearances; and unlefs the 
Profpeé&t invite, feldom walk into the 
Mind: Whereas it is inconceviable 
what Pains theyll take to find out 
Peauties in a Mind prettily lodg’d: Nay 
fome wiil fit downcontented in the Houfe 
tho’ there be xo Inhabitants at all, or 
whatis yet worle,tho’ itbe haunied by 
ancvil Spirit. Asan Encouragement, 
however, for them to 4ook in, tho’ the 
Dutfide may not tempt the Sight, I 
wil venture to aflure them, that the 
greater a Man’s Senfe is, the higher 
will his Sentiments of Love be, and 
his Pajion the more permanent. 

[ fhall conclude with two different 
Pictures of Beauty drawn from the 
Life: When I behold the beautiful 
Miranda, adorn’d with Youth and In 
nocence ; when I behold the lovelieft 
of Complexions, enrich’d with the 
moit regular and pleafing Features, 
and warmed with the pureft Blood, 
which no unbecoming Defi:es fpread 
over her Face 3 when, in her Eyes, I 
read the Thoughis that {well her Bo- 
fom, and give her Soul to my View ; 
wien fhe lays herfelf more open ftill 
t> my Admiration, and add. Words to 
Looks,tiat never contradiét each other ; 
when fhe goes yet tuither, and, in the 
general Cowrfe of her Behaviour, I fee 
Complacency, rac Regard decent Mirth, 
and agrecable Sobriety, blended coge- 
ther in fuch a Manaer, that an A@tion, 


which in avotzer would be indifferent, 


in Mirandia bears the Stamp of Me- 
rit :—How ineftimable would fuch a 
Companion be! But when I turn my 


Eyes on her Sifter Belinda, and fee a 


Form equal in Beauty to Miranda's, 
animated only by a Confciou/ne/s of 
her own Beauty ; when I fee Pride, 
or Scorn, forever peeping out of her 
Eyes, and Folly {peaking out of her 
Mouth ; when every Motion of Be- 
linda is accompanied with an Affeécta- 
tion, vifible to every Beholder, and 
tending to in/pire Love, that fhe may 
exercife Tyranny ; whenevery Action 
is ting’d with Seéf-Love, and Want of 
Regard for every one elfe ;—I cannot 
help being concern’d, that Beauty 
fhould aét fo unnatural a Part, as to 
turn its Arms againft, and kill itfelf. 


MoperRaTION. 


Oderation in Pro/perity, general- 
ly fprings either from Appre- 
henfion of theShame and Reproach that 
attends Paffion and Excefs, or the Fear 
of lofing our Fortunes and Advantages. 
Moderation is like Temperance ; a 
Man would be well enough pleas’d to 
eat more, but only he is afraid of a 
Surfeic. 

The Moderation of fome fortunate 
Men, is the Eff:@ of a fmooth and 
compofed Temper, owing to the Calm 
of their Profperity. 

Moderation is a Fear of falling into 
that Exvy and Contempt, which thole 
who grow giddy with their good For- 
tune,moll juflly craw upon them/felves; 
it isa vain Oftenta:ion of the Great- 
nefs of our Mind: And in fhort, the 
Moderation of Men in the moft exalt- 
ed Fortunes, isa Defire to be thought 
above thofe very Things that have 
rallied therm fo high. 

Mcderation is reprefented asa Vir- 
tue, with a Defizn to refrain the Am- 
bition of Great Men ; and to perfuade 
thole of a‘meaner Condition, to be 
contented with a lefs Proportion of 
Merit and Fortune.

on, ina late Addrefs to me, to defire, 
that upon my Arrival here, “I would

‘«« Jand Forces raifed under my Com- 
«* miffion, for the Reduction of Cape-

“« Breton,during the late Siege of this 
‘* Place, to the Time of its Surrender, 
“© fhould be tranfmitted in the moft 
“* effe€ftual Manner, and as foon as 
‘© poffible, to his Majefty, ” I have 
caufed the inclofed Account of their 
Proceedings and Services, from their 
firft landing at Carfo, to the Time of 
the Surrender of this Place, to be ta- 
ken uponthe Spot, from Perfons who 
were privy to every Part of the Tranf- 
aétions, and to be laid before Sir 
William Pepperrell,and other principal 
Officers of the Army, for their Peru/al 
and Atteftation ; and am perfuaded, 
from my own Obfervations upon the 
Spot, as well as the Accounts of the/fe 


Gentlemen, that it contains a juft Re- 
prefentation 
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prefentation of the Conduct and Be- 
haviour of the Troops in the Reduc- 
tion of this Place ; and now take the 
Liberty to tranfmit it to your Grace, 
purfuant to the Afiembly’s Requeft to 
me. ‘The Sum of this Account is, 
That the New-England ‘Troops hav- 
ing failed from Canfo the 2gth of 4- 
fri/, ull which Time they were de- 
cained there by the unufual Quantity 
of Ice in Chappeau-Rouge-Bcy, came 
to an Anchor the next Morning, be- 
tween Nine and Ten, in the Bay, at 
the Diftance of about two Miles from 
Flat-Point-Cove, where being difco- 
vered by the Enemy, a Party of about 
150 Men were detached from Loui/- 
bourg, under the Command of Captain 
Moorepang and M. Baularderie,to op- 
pofe their landing : That General 
Pepperre/l having madea Feint to land 
a Party in Boats at the Cow, in order 
to draw the Enemy thither, did, by a 
Signal from the Veflels, caufe thofe 
Boats fuddenly to row back, and join 
another Party of Boats under his Stern, 
out of which were landed,at two Miles 
Diftance from the Cove, about one 
Hundred of our Men, before the Ene- 
my could come round to oppofe them, 
who, notwithftanding the Enemy bad 
the Advantage of being covered by 
their Woods, attacked them fo brifkly, 
that they killed fix of them upon the 
Spot, took as many Prifoners, (among 
whom was M. Beularderie ) wounded 
feveral more, and after exchanging 
fome Shot, put the reft to Flight, (fome 
of whom were taken Prifoners the next 
Day,) with the Damage fuftained on 
our Side, of only two Men’s being 
flightly wounded : That zo0o0o of the 
Troops were landed the fame Day, 
and the Remainder, being near 2000 
more, the Day following : That, on 
the next Day,a Detachment of 400 of 
our Men marched round to the North 
Eaft Harbour, behind the Range of 
Hills there, where they burnt all the 


Enemy's Houfes and Stores in that: 


Neighbourhood, at the Diftance of a- 
bout a Mile from the Grand Battery, 
whereby fuch a Terror was ftruck into 
them, that the fame Night they de- 
ferted that Battery, leaving the Artil- 
lery, confifting of 23 Cannon of 42 
/é. Shot, and two of 18 /b. and the 
Ordnance Stores belonging to it, (ex- 
cept their Powder, which they threw 
into a Well) fo precipitately,that they 
only {piked up their Cannon ina flight 
Manner, without knocking off any of 
the Trunnions, or doing other Da- 
mage to them, and but very little to. 
the Carriages : That the next Morn- 
ing, being the 3d of May, a Party of 
about fifteen or fixteen of our Men 
difcovered that the Enemy had aban- 
doned the Grand Battery, and drove 
off a Party of them, which attempted 
to reland there, that Morning, in Boats, 
nawithilanding they flood on the open 
Beach, expofed, to the Fire of the E- 
nemy’s Cannon from the —Town and 
their Mufquetery from the Boats : 
That notwithftanding an inceffant Fire 
from the Enemy’s Cannon and Mor- 
tars in the Town, at the Diftance of 
5913 Feet from it, and, from the I- 
fland Battery, at the Diftance 4800 
Feet, our ‘Troops, by the next Day,. 
cleared three of the Cannon in the 
Grand Battery, which pointed againft 
the Town, and returned their Fire up- 
on the Enemy there, and alfo from o- 
ther of the Guns, which pointed a- 
gainft the Ifland Battery,.and were, by 
Degrees, unfpiked. in a few Days : 
That our Troops, within the Compafs 
of 23 Days fromthe Time of their 
firft landing, ereéted five Fafcine Bat- 
teries againft the Town, confifting of 
Cannon, fome of 42 /é. Shot, others 
of 22 /é. and others of g /4.. Mortars 
of 13, 11, and g Inches Diameter,. 
with fome Cohorns ; all which were 
tranfported by Hand, with incredible 
Labour and Difficulty, and moft of 
them above two Miles, all the Ground. 
over which they were drawn, except. 











a deep Morafs, in which, whilft the 
Cannon were upon Wheels, they fe- 
veral Times funk fo deep, as not on- 
ly to bury the Carriages, but the whole 
Body of the Cannon likewife: Horfes 
and Oxen could not be employed in 
this Service, but all muft be drawn by 
Men'themfelves, up to the Knees in 
Mud at the fame Time ; the Nights 
in which the Work was to be done, 
cold and Foggy, their Tents bad, 
there being no proper Materials for 
Tents to be had in Necw- England, at 
the Outfet of the Expedition: But 
notwithftanding thefe Difficulties, and 
many of the People’s being barefoot- 
ed, and almoft without Cloaths, by 
Means of this Service, in which they 
had worn them out, and their being 
taken down with Fluxes, fo that at 
one Time there were 1500 Men in- 
capable of Duty, occafioned by their 
Fatigue, they went on chearfully 
without being difcouraged, or mur- 
muring, and, by the Help of Sledges, 
tranfported the Cannon and Mortars, 
over thefe Ways, which the French 
had always thought impaffable for 
fuch heavy Weights, and was indeed 
impracticable by any People of lefs 
Refolution and Perfeverance, or lefs 
Experience in removing heavy Bodies ; 
and befides this, they had all their 
Provifions and heavy Ammunition, 
which they daily made Ufe of, to 
bring from the sak over the fame 
Way upon their Backs. 

To annoy our People in making 
their Approaches, and carrying on 
their Batteries, the Enemy erected 
new Works, where they mounted 
fome Cannon, from whence, as well 
as from the Cannon of other Batteries, 
and from their Mortars, they conti- 
nually maintained a ftrong Fire, till 
their Cannon was filenced by being 
difmounted, or having their Menbeat 
off by our Cannon. 

The moft advanced of our five 
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{mall Patches, or Hills of Rocks, being 






Batteries, which was finifhed on the 
17th of May, was within the Diftance 
of 250 Yards from the Weft Gate of 
the ‘Town ; fo that from this Battery 
feveral of the Enemy were killed by 
our Mufquetery, as were fome of our 
Men by the Enemy’s from the Walls; 
and indeed chis Battery was fo near 
the Enemy’s Works, that our Men 
were obliged to load the Cannon 
there under the Fire of their Mufque- 
tery, which was very fharp on both 
Sides, the Enemy generally opening 
the Action every Morning with the 
Fire of their Small Arms upon this 
Battery, fortwo Hours which was con- 
ftantly returned with Advantage on 
our Side. ‘The Execution done from 
thefe, and the Grand Battery, was very 
confiderable: The Weft Gatewas en- 
tirely beat down, the Wall adjoining 
very much battered, and a Breach 
made in it at about 10 Feet from the 
Bottom of the Wall. The Circular 
Battery of 16 Cannon, 24 Pounders, 
near the Weft Gate, (and the principal 
one againft Shipsnext to the Grand 
Battery, and Ifland Battery ) wasalmoft 
entirely ruined, and all the Cannon, 
but three,difmounted. Their North 
Fatt Battery, confifting of two Lines 
of 42 and 32 Pounders, in all feven- 
teen Cannon, another principal Bat- 
tery againit Ships, was damaged, and 
the Men beat off from their Guns. 
The Weft Flank of the King’s Bafti- 
on belonging to the Cittadel, and the 
Battery there of fix 24 Pounders, 
which pointed to the Land Side, and 
greatly annoyed our Works, was al- 
moft demolifhed. Two Cavaliers of 
two 24 Pounders, each raifed during 
the Siege, and two other Cannon of 
the fame Weight of Metal, run out at 
two Embrazures, cut throuch the Pa- 
rapet near the Weft Gate at the fame 
Time, (all pointing againit our Bat- 
teries) were damaged and filenced. 
The Cittadel was very much damag- 
ed; feveral Houfes in the City en- 
tireiy 
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tirely demolifhed, and almoft every 
one more or lefs hurt; and Maurepas- 
Gate, at the Eafternmoft Part of the 
City, fhatter’d : And as crofs Fires 
fromthe Cannon and Mortars, and 
even from our Mufquetery, ranged 
through the Houfes and Streets in eve- 
ry Part of the City, and through the 
Enemy’s Parades, whereby many were 
killed, it drove the Inhabitants out of 
their Houfes into Cafmates, and other 
cover’d Holds, where they were o- 
bliged to take Refuge for feveral 
Weeks: And befides this, the Fire 
from the Grand Battery damaged alfo 
the Barracks of the Ifland Battery. 
During this Time, our Parties of 
Scouts fo thoroughly rangedthe Woods, 
that they feldom returned without 
bringing in fome Prifoners which very 
much confined the Enemy within their 
Walls, who were conftantly worfted in 
all Skirmifhes, and repulfed in every 
Sally which they made, and frequently 
by an inferior Number of our Men, 
and with very little Lofs, upon thefe 
Occafions, fuftained on our Side, the 
Chief of which was a Party of 18 of 
our Men ftragling contrary to Orders, 
beingfurprized and cut off by a large 
Number of Jvdian:, and another of 
Nine, coming on Shore, out of one of 
the Cruizers, to water, without their 
Arms being likewife furprized and cut 
offby fome Indians. Thatonthe 26th 
of May,after fome ineffectualPrepara- 
tions for making an Attack upon the 
Enemy’s Ifland Battery, which is a 
ftrong Fort built on a rocky Ifland, at 
the Entrance into theHarbour, mount- 
ed with 30 Cannon of 28 /4. Shot, 
and having feveral Swivel Guns upon 
its Breaft Work, and two Brafs 10 
Inch Mortars, and 180 Men, it wasat 
Night attempted by a Party of 400 of 
our Men in Boats ; but from the 
Strength of the Place, and the Advan- 
tage which the Enemy had by being 
under Cover, and our Men expofed in 
open Boats, the Surfrunning high, our 


Men not being thoroughly acquainted 
with the beft Place for landing, and 
theEnemy befides (as is moft probable) 
being apprized of their Deiign, they 
were repulfed with the Lofs of having 
about 60 killed and drowned, and 116 
taken Prifoners ; yet under thefe Dif- 
advantages feveral of them advanced 
within the Enemy’s Battery, and main- 
taineda Fight with them for fomeTime 
before they furrendred,and killed fome 
ofthem : That it being judged of the 
utmoft Confequence to make ourfelves 
Matters of the Ifland Battery, as it was 
thought extremely dangerous for His 
Majefty’s Ships to have entered the 
Harbour 'till the Enemy could be an- 
noyed in that Battery ; and it being 
after the laft Attempt thought im- 
practicable to reduce it by Boats, it 
was determined to erect a Battery 
near the Light-Houle oppofite to 
it, at 3400 Feet diftance from it ; 
and the fame was, by the 11th of 
June, notwithftanding the almoft in- 
fuperable Difficulties, which attended 
the drawing of the Cannon up a fteep 
Bank and Rock, raifed in fuch Man- 
ner, as not to be expofedto more than 
four of the Enemy's Cannon, and at 
the fame time to flank a Line of a- 
bove twenty of their Guns ; and two 
Eighteen Pounders were on that Day 
mounted, and began to play, and by 
the 14th of une, Four more Cannon 
of 18 /56. Shot were added, and on 
the 15th, a Mortar of 13 Inches Dia- 
meter was removed thither, out of 
which 19 Bombs weie thrown, 17 
whereof fell within the Ifland Battery, 
and one of them upon the Magazine; 
and this, together with the Fire from 
our Cannon, to which the Enemy 
was very much expofed, they having 
but little to fhelter them from the 
Shot, which ranged quite through 
their Line of Barracks, fo terrified 
them, that many of them left the Fort, 
and ran into the Water for Refuge. 
And now, the Grand Battery being 

in 
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in our Poffeffion, the Ifland Battery 
(efteemed by the French the Palladi- 
um of Louifbourg) fo much annoyed 
from the Light-houfe Battery, that 
they could not entertain Hopes of 
keeping it much longer ; the Enemy’s 
North-Eaft Battery being damaged, 
and fo much expofed to the ire from 
our advanc’d Battery, that they could 
not ftand to their Guns ; the circular 
Battery ruined, and all its Guns but 
three difmounted, whereby the Har- 
bour was difarmed of all its principal 
Batteries ; the Weft Gate of the 
City being demolifhed, and a Breach 
made in the adjoining Wall; the 
weft:Flank of the King’s Baftion al- 
moft ruined ; and moft of their other 
Guns, which had been mounted dur- 
ing the Time of the Siege, being fi- 
lenced ; all the Houfes and other 
Buildings within the City (fome of 
which were quite demolifhed) fo da- 
maged, that but one among them was 
left unhurt ; the Enemy extremely 
harraffed by their long Confinement 
within their Cafmates, and other co- 
vered Holds, and their Stock of Am- 
munition being almoft exhaufted, Mr. 
Duchambon fent out a Flag of Truce 
to the Camp on the 1 fi Day of 
une in the Afternoon, defiring time 
to confider of Articles of Capitulation, 
which was accordingly granted them 
rill next Morning, when they fent 
Articles in, which were rejected by 
the General and Commodore, and o- 
thers propofed by them in their Stead, 
and accepted by the Enemy: And 
Hoftages being exchanged on the fame 
Day for the Performance of the Ar- 
ticles, on the 17th of Zune the City 
was furrendred to Mr. Warren and 
General Prpperrel/, and the Garrifon, 





confifgge of about 650 Regular 
Troo and the Inhabitants of the 
City being about 1300 effective Men, 
befides Women and Children, made 
Prifoners by Capitulation, with the 
Lofs on our Side of no more than 101 


Men killed by the Enemy and all 


other Accidents from the Time of 
their Landing to the Reduction of the 
Place, and about 30 who died of 
Sicknefs. 

I omit mentioning the Breaking 
up of the Settlements at St. Peters, 
and eight other Fifhing Settlements 
upon this Ifland ; and the Burning of 
feveral Houfes at St. Yohn’s Ifland 
within the Time of the Siege, by Com- 
panies put on board fome of our 
Cruizers. 

By this Reprefentation of the Ser- 
vices of His Majefty’s Land Forces, 
I would not be underftood to intend 
to exclude his Majefty’s Ships from 
their juft Share in the Redu¢iion of 
this Place. Mr. Warren, upon whom 
I very much depended from the Be- 
ginning for Affiftance and Succeis in 
this Enterprize, did, upon his receiv- 
ing Orders by his Majefty’s Sloop 
Hind, the gth of March, to proceed 
to Boffon, and concert Meafures with 
me for the Protection of Nowa Scotia 
and the Annoyance of the Ene- 
my’s Settlements, &c. immediately 
proceed with His Majefty’s Ships 
Superbe, Mermaid, and Launcefton, 
under his Command, for Bo/fon ; 
but upon getting Intelligence at Sea 
of the Departure of the Neqw- England 
Land Forces for Can/o, tho’ he was 
thenwithin 30 Leagues of Bo/ton, 
without Refrefhments, or his Com- 
plement of Ordnance-Stores, and one 
of his Ships not very fit for immediate 
Service, fail’d dire€tly for that Place ; 
where having overtaken the Forces, 
and conferred with the General by 
Letter, upon his Majefty’s Service 
in the Expedition ; and it being 
thought advifeable by both, that the 
Ships fhould dire&tly proceed before 
Loui/oourg Harbour to cut off all Sup- 
plies and Intelligence from the Enemy, 
immediately proceeded there,and moft 
effectually. blocked up the Harbour ; 
and by engaging and taking the Vigi- 
lant,a French Ship of War of 64Guns, 

bound,. 
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bound for Louifbourg, with fome Ord- 
nance Stores, cut off from the Enemy 
all Hopes of any Supplies or Succours, 
and gave great Spitits to the Land 
Forces in carrying on the Siege ; and 
afterwards, upon his Majefty’s Ship 
Chefter’s Arrival from Eng/andto rein- 
force him, and receiving Advice that 
the Canterbury and Sunderland were 
following,determined to enter theHar- 


bour as foon as thofe Ships fhould join 


him, and attack the Town and Batte- 
ries with his Majefty’s Ships, whilft 
the Land Forces made an Affault up- 
on the City by Land ; which was a- 
greed on, between Mr. Warren and 
the General, to be made the 16th of 
June, and the Ships were accordingly 
clearing on the 15th of Zune, in order 
to enter the Harbour, but were pre- 
vented by the Enemy’s making Pro- 
pofals for a Capitulation : And indeed 
Mr. Warren offered his Affiftance for 
His Majefty’s Service in every Shape. 

It is unneceflary for me to trouble 
your Grace with a Detail of the Plans 
propofed during the Siege for a more 
fpeedy Reduction of the Place ; as far 
as I can judge, it was effected moft 
happily in the Manner which it was 
reduced in, as the Succefs of the Event 
was much more fecure in this Way ; 
and it has coft fewer Lives ; and the 
Place was gained without the leaft Da- 
mage being done to any of his Ma- 
jefty’s Ships. 

1 hope thefe Services of the New- 
England Troops in the Field, which 
feem to-have equalled the Zeal of the 
Ma fachufert’s Council and Affembly 
within their Province, for His Ma- 
jefty’s Service, upon this Occafion, may 
be gracioufly accepted by His Majefty, 
as a Proof of that perfect Duty and 
firm Loyalty which, I am perfuaded, 
all the Colonies concerned in the Re- 
du@ionof this Place (but efpecially 
that ofthe Ma/fachufetr’sBay, for which 
I can more particularly anfwer) bear 


to His Majetty’s facred Perfon, and 





to his Government, and of their ready 
Difpofition to promote the general 
Welfare of his Dominions : And I 
humbly beg of your Grace to lay this — 
Account before His Majefty, in fuch 
Manner as your Grace fhall think mof 


proper.

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HE Forces raifed within the 

| Province of the Maffachufett’s 
Bay, being about 3250 Men, 
exclufive of Commiflion Of- 

ficers, embark'd the 24th of March, 
1744-5, infeven Weeks from the time 
of ifluing Governor Shir/ey’s* Procla- 
mation for raifing them, under Convoy 
of the Shirley-Gal/ey, then in the Em- 
ploy of that Government, and now 
his Majefty’s Frigate Shir/ey, Captain 
Rous Commander, and arrived the 4th 
of April at Canfo, appointed by the 
Governor to be the Place of Rendez- 
vous for the Tranfports and Cruizers, 
and for a Communication of Intelli- 
gence between himfelf at Boffon, Ge- 
neral Pepperrell’s Camp before the 
Town of Louifoourg, and Mr. Warren 
from the Ships before the Harbour, 
and for lodging all Stores not in im- 
mediate Ufe in the Camp and Fleet, 
where they found the New Hamp/bire 
Forces, being the 304, inclufive of 
Commiffion Officers, arrived four Days 
before them, and were joinedthe 25th 
of the fame Month by the Conneéficut 
Forces being 516, including Commif- 
fion Officers. Chapeaurouge sae 
was the Place appointed for landing 


the Troons, being fo fill’d with Ice, 
asto make theirlanding impracticable 
before, they were detained there till 

: the 
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the latter End of the Month ; in 
which Time ‘the General drew up 
and reviewed the Forces on Can/o Hill, 
and formedthe feveral Detachments 
ordered to be employed in the feveral 
Attacks propofed to be madeimmedi- 
ately after their landing at F/at-Point- 
Cowe, within three Miles of the Town 
of Louifoourg, to. the W. S. W. and 
four Miles diftant from the Grand 
Battery to the S. W. according tothe 
Plan of Operations concerted at Bo/fon, 
and there given himin Charge by the 
Governor's written Orders. During 
the Stay of the Troops there, a Block- 
houfe was erectedon Can/o Hill, and 
called Cumberland, the Flag being 
hoiited on his Royal Highnets’s Birth 
Day, picketted without, and defended 
by eight Cannon of nine Pound Shot, 
and to be garrifon’d by two Compa- 
nies of Saldiers of 40 Men each, be- 
fides Officers. From thence two 
arm’d Sloops were fent to Bay Verte, 
to take or deftroy fome Veffels 
that, according to Information, were 
to carry Provifions from thence to 
Loui foourg. : 

And the 18th of 4prilthe Renomee, 

a French Ship of War of 30 Guns, 

nine Pounders, with 300 Seamen and 
50 Marines, being charged with pub- 

lick Difpatches, fellin with the arm'd 
Veffels in the Service of the Ma/fa- 

chufet’s Government before Loui/bourg 
Harbour, where fhe maintained a 

Running Fight with them, but got 

clear by out-failing them. ThisShip 

afterwards fell in with the Conmeéicut 
‘Troops under the Convoy of their 

own Colony Sloop, and the Rhode- 
Ifand Sloop, the latter of which fhe 
attacked and damaged confiderably ; 
but finally the Sloop got off, as did 
the Troops with their other Convoy 
during the Engagement. And after 
having made two more Attempts to 
puth into the Harbour, and been again 
hindred and chafed by the Ma/fachu- 
fet’s Cruizers, returne( to *France 


\ 


without having delivered her Packets- 
from whence fhe failed again the Be- 
ginning of 7uw/j, with fix Ships more; 
being the BrefSquadron for Louiftcurg. 

The 22d of 4pri/ Captain Dure//, 
in his Majefty’s Ship E/tham of z0 
Gyns, arrived at Canfo from Neaw- 
England, having received Orde:s from 
Mr. Warren for that Purpoie. 

And on the 23d Mr. Warren, in his 
Majefty’s Ship Superbe of €0 Guns, 
with the Launcefon of 40 Guns, Cap- 
tain Ca/mady, and the Mermaid of 40 
Guns, Captain Doxg/as, under his 
Command, and after ftaying there 
fome Hours, and having conferr’d 
with the General by Letter, Mr. War- 
rem, with the reft of the King’s Ships, 
failed to cruize off Louzfourg. 

On the zoth of Apri/ the Troops 
embarked in four Divifions of Tran- 
fports, and failed for Chapeaurouge 
Bay, under Convoy of onearm'd Snow 
and two arm’d Sloops in the Service 
of the Mafachu/etr’sGovernment, un- 
der Fire of whofe Cannon they were 


to land. And atthe fame Time a - 


Detachment of 270 Men, under the 
Command of a Colonel, and Convoy 
of an arm’dS:oop in thePay of the Necv- 
Hempfeire Government were fent to 
St. Peter's, a fmall French Settlement 
on Cape Breton, with Orders (purfuant 
to the before-mentioned Plan of Ope- 
rations) to take the Place, burn the 
Houfes, and demolifh the Fort, which 
was accordingly effected. 

On the 30th of 4pri/, between Nine 
and Ten inthe Morning, the Fleet, 
having the main Body of the Troops 
on board, came toan Anchor in Cha- 
peaurouge Bay, at the Diftance of about 
two Miles from Flat Point Cove ; upon 
the Difcovery of which the Enemy 
immediately fired fome Cannon, and 
rang their Bells in the Town, to alarm 
and call in their Peop'e living in the 
Suburbs, and fent ov of the Town a 
Detachment of about 1 50Men,headed 
by Capt. Morepang and M. Boularderie, 

late 



















































latean Officer inthe Duke of ——‘Re- 
giment in France, to oppofe the land- 
ing of our Troops ; upon the Sight 
of which, the General madea_ Feint 
of landing a Party of our Men in 
Boats at Flat Point Cove, in order to 
draw the French thither, (which had 
its Effect ;) and upon a Signal from 
the Veffels, the Boats returned, and 
joined another Party of Boats under 
his Stern, from whence under the Fire 
of our Cannon, was landed, two 
Miles higher up the Bay, about 100 
of our Men, before the Enemy could 
get up with them ; and upon britkly 
attacking them, though sn om Ad- 
vantage of being covered with their 
Woods, after exchanging fome Shot, 
killed fix of them upon the Spot, took 
as many Prifoners, (among whom was 
M. Boularderie) and wounded feveral 
others ; forced the Remainder to make 
a precipitate Flight towards the Town, 
with the Lofs of fome others, who 
were the next Day taken Prifoners 
before they recovered it, which was 
done with the Damage on our Part 
of only two Men being  flightly 
wounded. On the fame Day about 
2000 of the Troops were landed with- 
cut any farther Oppofition. 

On the next Day, being the 1ft of 
May, the Remainder landed, and be- 
gun to get Provificnsand Stores afhore. 
‘The landing of Piovifions, Ammuniti- 
on, and heavy Artillery, was attended 
with extreme Difficulty and Fatigue, 
there being no Harbour there, the 
Surf almoft continually running very 
high, fo that frequently for fome Days 
together there was no landing any 
‘Thing at all; and when they did, the 
Men were obliged to wade high into 
the Water to ave every Thing that 
would have been damaged by being 
wet. ‘They had no cloaths to fhi‘t 
themfelves with, but poor Defence 
from the Weather ; atthe fame Time 
ile Nights were very cold, and gene- 
rally attended with thick heavy Fogs, 
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by Means whereof it was near a Fort- 
night before they could-get all their 
Stores on fhore ; and notwithitanding 
all poflible Care to prevent it many 
Boats and fome Stores were lott. 

On May the 2d a Detachment of 
400 Men was fent round behind the 
Hills to the North Eaft Harbour, 
where they got about Midnight, and 
burnt the Enemy’s Houfes pe Stores, 
about a Mile diftant from the Grand 
Battery : 

And on the 3d of May we took 
Poffeflion ofthe Grand Battery which 
the Enemy had deferted, owing, as it 
is f{uppofed, to the Surprize they were 
in, from the firing the Houfes in the 
Neighbourhood. They had aban- 
doned this Battery in fo much Hurry 
and Confufion, that they had only 
fpiked up their Guns, without break- 
ing off any ofthe ‘Trunnions, or much 
damaging their Carriages» There 
were found here 28 Cannon of 42z 
Pound Shot, and two of 18 Pound, 
350 Shells of 13 Inches, and 30 Shells 
of 10 Inches, and a large Quantity of 
Shot. The fame Day a Party of the 
Enemy in Boats attempted to regain 
the Poffeffion of it, but were beat off 
by about 15 or 160f our Men, who 
had before taken Poffeffion of the 
Battery, and ftood on the Beach ex- 
pofed tothe Enemy’s Mufquetery from 
the Boats, and Cannon fromthe Town, 
which played continually upon them. 
The Diiancefrom the Grand Battery 
to the Iand Battery 1s 4800 Feet. 
This Battery commands the whole 
Harbour from the Entrance between 
the Lighthoufe Point and the Ifland 
Battery. Two blanks of two Guns 
each point from hence againft the 
Towns, anda Line of 10 Guns againft 
the liland Battery. The Remainder 
to the Nerth Eaft Part of th: Harbour. 
By the Fire from hence during the 
Siege, the Cittadel and Houfes in the 
Town fuffered very much, as-alfo the 
Barracks at the Liland Battery... Ihe 
Towers 
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Towers of this Battery were fome- 
thing damaged, one Man killed and a 
few wounded by the Enemy’s Cannon, 
which fired very brifkly upon it, as 
did alfo their Mortars from the Town 
and Ifland Battery, efpecially at the 
Beginning. Inafew Days the Camp 
was formed about Half a Mile from 
the Place where they made a Feint 
of landing, but without throwing up 
Lines, depending only upon their 
Scouts and Guards; but afterwards 
they encamped regularly, and threw 
up Linesnear the Place of landing 
their Stores ; and Scouts during the 
Siege were conftanily fent out, who 
feldom return’d without bringing fome 
Prifoners, and very much confined the 
Enemy within their Walls, and pre- 


- vented their making frequentSallies. 


May the 4th, we began to fire from 
the Grand Battery, from three Cannon 
which had beencleared, as likewife to 
bombard the Town from Greenhi//, 
being the Place where the firft Battery 
was planted, of one 13 Inch Mortar, 
one of 11 Inches, and one of nine 
Inches, two Cannon nine Pounders, 


: and two Falconets, being two Miles 


diftant from the Camp, 1550 Yards 
from the Cittadel. Five hundred Men 
were order’d to fuftain this Battery ; 
but finding the nine and eleven Inch 


_ Mortars would not reach the City, they 


were removed, 

The 7th of May, and planted with 
10 Cohorns at the Diftance of goo 
Yards from the Cittade]l, where a Bat- 
tery was erected. | 
The 1oth of May of four 22 Poun- 
ders. 

The 13 two of them burfted, owing 
to their not being found. 

The rth of Mey four 22 Poun- 
ders more were brought to this Bat 
tery, as alfo the two 9 Pounders and 
13 Inch Mortar from Greenhill. 
From this Battery the City was bom- 
barded, andas the Shot from this Bat- 
tery ranged through the Centre of the 
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City, it damaged not only the Weft 
Flank of the King’s Baftion, which it 
flank’d, but alfo the Cittadel and the 
greateft Part of the Houfes in the 
Town, and even Port Maurepas 
in the Eaftermoft Part of the City. 
This Battery was fuftained by the 
fame Forces that fultained the Bat- 
tery at Greenlill. ‘The Damage re- 
ceived at this Battery was the breaking 
the Trunnion of one Cohorn, and 
burfting another ; fix Men wounded, 
of whom one died by the Burfting of 
two 22 Pound Cannon. One Man 
killed and two wounded by the Enemy 
the fame Day. 

The 25th of May, the 13 Inch 
Mortar wasburfted, and a Bombardier 
wounded, occafioned by fome Flaw 
in the Shell, which broke in theMortar. 
Another 13 Inch Mortar from Boffox 
was mounted in the fame Place, and 
play’d theeighth Day after the other 
was burfted. The Tranfporting the 
Cannon was with almoft imcredible 
Labour and Fatigue, for all the Roads 
over whichthey were drawn, faving 
here and there {mall Patches of rocky 
Hills, was a deep Morafs, in which, 
whiletheCannon was uponthe Wheels, 
they feveral Times funk, fo asto bury 
not only the Carriages, but the whole 
Body of the Cannonlikewife. Horfes 
and Oxen could not be employ’d in 
this Service, but the whole was to be 
done by Men themfelves, up to the 
Knees in Mud; at the fame ‘Time the 
Nights, in which the Work was done, 
cold, andfor the moft Part foggy ; 
their ‘Tents bad, there being no proper 
Materials to be hadfor Tents in Neav- 
England, atthe Timethe Forces were 
raifed: But notwithflanding all thefe 
Dificulties,and the People being taken 
down chiefly with Fluxes, fo that at 
one Time there wasno Jefs than 150: 
incapable of Duty, occafion’d by their 
Fatigue, they went on chearfully, 
without being difcouraged or mur 
muring 5 and by the Help of Sledges 
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of about 16 Feet in Length, and five 
Feet in Width, and 12 Inches thick, 
they tranfported the Cannon over 
thefe Ways, which the French had al- 
ways thought impaflable for fuch hea- 
vy Bodies, and was, indeed, imprac- 
ticable by any People of lefs Refolu- 
tion and Perfeverance, or lefs Expe- 
rience in removing heavy Weights ; 
and befides this, they had all the Pro- 
vifions, Powder, Shot and Shells that 
they daily made Ufe of, to tranfport 
over the fame Ways upon their Backs. 
During this Timethe French erected 
two Caviliers of two Guns each upon 
the Rampart of one of the Faces of 
the King’s Baftion, planted a great 
Number of Swivel Guns upon the 
Wall facing the Habour, and tofecure 
the low Wall at the South Eaft Part 
of the Town, added to the Top 
of it a Plank-work picketted, to raife 
it to the fame Height with the reft of 
the Wall, and a Range of Pallifadoes 
at a little Diftance within the Walls, 
and raifed a little Battery of three 
fmall Guns upon the Parapet of the 
lower South Baftion fronting Cape 
Noir, a {mall Hill which very much 
commands the Town. 

May the 7th, a Flag of Truce was 
fent into the Town with a Summons 
to deliver it up to his Britannick Ma- 
jefty : To which an-Anfwer was re- 
turned by M. Duchambon Commander 
in Chief, That the King his Matter 
having entrufted him with the Defence 
of the Ifland, he could not hearkento 
any fach Propofals till after the moft 
vigorous Attack, and that he had no 
Anfwer to make but by the Mouth of 
their Cannon. 

The 8th of Jay the Enemy made 
a Sally out, but were foon repulfed. 

The 13th, notwithflanding all the 
Care and Vigilance of the Men of 
War and the Colony Cruizers, a Snow 
from Bourdewx got in, which they at- 
tempted to fire by aFire Ship from the 
Grand Battery, but in vain. 





May the 16th. the Cohorns and 
nine and eleven Inch Mortars were 
removed to a Hill within 440 Yards 
of the Weft Gate ; from whence they 
annoy’d the Enemy very much, and 
received no Damage atall. A Party 
of 100 Men came out of the Town 
in the Night, and landed near the 
Lighthoufe Point, and the next Day 
attempted to {urprize a Party that was 
pofted at the Lighthonfe, who firft 
difcovered the Enemy from an E- 
minence, where they wereon Guard: 
Forty only of our Men advanced to- 
wards them: The Parties met ina 
Wood, and the Enemy were routed ; 
five of them killed, and the fixth, the 
Lieutenant, wounded and taken Pri- 
foner. The reft that efcaped joined 
fome others and 80 Indians about 
Mera, and were attacked two Days 
after by another Party of our Forces 
that were outon a Scout. This Dif- 
pute lafted a confiderable Time ; and 
feveral of our Men made thirty Dif- 
charges eachon the Enemy, who were 
again routed. In this Adtion there 
was but one Prifoner taken. Upon 
Return of this Party, another Scout 
was fentout the next Day, who re- 
turned in two Days, and brought ten 
Prifoners, who reported, that many of 
their People were killed and wounded 
in the lait Skirmifh. Our Scouts and 
Cruizers, at different Times, took and 
burnt moft of their {mall Settlements, 
and took about 300 Prifoners, 

The 17 of May, the advanced Bat- 
tery was raifed, bearing W. by N. 
half N. 250 Yards Diftance from the 
Welt Gate, and one 18 Pounder 
mounted ; and the next Night another 
1$Pounder and two 42Pounders were 
mounted. They were all brought 
from the Grand Battery, upwards of 
two Miles, as the Road goes, over a 
very rough, rocky, hilly Way: From 
hence not only the Welt Gate was 
beaten down, buta Breach made in 
the Wall adjoining, and the Nosth 
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Eaft Battery was damaged and ren- 
der'd almoft ufelefs, their Guns lying 


entirely open to the Fire from this. 


Battery. This Battery being fo near 
the Town, there was no Safety in 
Joading the Cannon, but under the 
Fire of the Mufquetery, which was 
very {mart on both Sides. The Ene- 
my generally open’d the Action in the 
Morning with the Fire of their Small 
Arms for two Hours, which we re- 
turned with Advantage on our Side. 
We were likewiie warmly entertain’d 
by the Enemy from a Flank of their 
North Eaft Battery, from the Weft 
Gate Battery, and the Weft Flank of 
the King’s Baftion, which laft flank’d 
this Battery ; and therefore, 

On the zoth a Trench being dug 
en the South End,one 18 Pounder and 
two 9 Pounders were brought from 
the Eight Gun Battery, and mounted 
upon the South Line againft the 
Flank, which, with the Remainder 
of the Guns at the Eight Gun Bat- 
tery, difmounted fome of the Enemy’s 
Cannon, and annoy’d them fo much, 
that they were filent the reft of that 
Day, which was often the Cafe after- 
wards. 

Particularly May 22, the Fire was 
hot on both Sides till Twelve o’Clock 
at Noon, when the Freach were beat 
from their Guns. 

Lhe 23d of Maythe Enemy mount- 
ed two new Guns at the Weit Flank 
of the King’s Baftion, but in four 
Hours were forced to leave them. 

The 6th of Yune they had two Guns 
run out of new Embrazures, cut thro’ 
the Parapet near the Weft Gate, which 
{oon began to play with great Fury, 
and we were obliged to turn three 
Guns againit them, andin three Hours 
we difmounted one, and filenced the 
other for that Day. ‘The nine and 
eleven Inch Mortars with conftant 

Ufe ftraining their Beds, occafioned 
their being removed to this Battcry, 
which was nearerthe Enemy, as were 


alfo the Cohorns. The Bombs in great 
Number fell all round, ¥but did very 
little Damage. There were 10 Men 
killed, and 15 or 16 wounded, feve- 
ral of them with Mufket-Balls. In 
the mean time the Enemy worked 
conftantly in the Night to barracade 
the Gate-Way, where a Breach was 
made. They alfo made a Retrench- 
ment acrofs the Circular Battery, and 
raifed another Work to cover their 
Magazine, and laida Boom before the 
Town, to hinder Boats from landing 
under their Walls. At thefame Time 
our Men of War and Cruizers were 
very diligent, and took feveral Prizes. 
And 

On the 19th of May there was an 
Engagement off the Harbour, in 
Sight of the Camp, between fome 
of our Ships and a French Man of 
War. 

The 21ft a Letter‘came to the 
General from the Commodore, ac- 
quainting him he had taken the Vige- 
lant, a French Ship of 64 Guns ; be- 
fides the Superbe, the Mermaid, Eltham, 
Maffachufett’sF rigate, andShir/ey Gal - 
ley, were allin the Engagement, and 
at the taking of her. Three Days 
after the taking the Vigilaxt,Capt. Ed- 
wards, inthe Prince/s Mary of 60 
Guns, joined theCommodore; and the 
next Day,Capt. Cornwa//, in the He4or 
of 49 Guns, 

The zoth of May the North Weft 
Battery, commonly called Titcomb’s 
Battery, was erected, bearing North 
Welt by Weft about 800 Yards Dif- 
tance from the Weft Gate, and two 
42 Pounders mounted, which were 
brought from the Grand Battery ; and 
about a Fortnizht after were brought 
three 42 Pounders more. This Bat- 
tery did great Execution againft the 
Circular Battery : By Means of this 
Battery and the Advance Battery, not 
only the Weft Gate was demolifhed, 
but alarge Breach was made in the 
Wall to within ten Feet of the Bor- 
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tom of the Ditch. The Circular Bat- 
tery was almoft entirely demolifhed ; 
but three Guns out of fixteen were 
left ftanding, and thefe fo expofed to 
the North Weft Battery, that nobody 
could keep the Platform. ‘The Weit 
Flank of the King’s Baftion was al- 
moft entirely ruined, but in fome 
Meafure repaired with Timber. ‘This 
Battery, the Advance Battery, and the 
Eight Gun Battery, were fuftained by 
1350 Men. After many fruitlefsPre- 
paratiens for an Attack on the Ifland 
Battery, it was attempted 

On the 26th of May at Night, by 
a Party of 400 Men ; but from the 
Strength of the Place, and the Ad- 
vantage the Enemy had of being un- 
der Cover, and our Men expofed in 
open Boats, which a Mutket Ball 
would fink, the Surf running very 
high, and their not being thoroughly 
acquainted with the beft Place of land-. 
ing, they were repulfed with the Lofs 
of about 60 killed and drowned, and 
116 taken Prifoners., 

The noth of Sune, the Chefer ar- 
rived from Evgland, and joined the 
Commodore ; and, 

On the 1 2ththeCanterbury and Sun- 
derland ; as did likewife the Larf, 
with a Store-fhip under her Convoy, 
bound to Annapolis Royal. It being 
of the utmoft Confequence to be Maf- 
ters of the *Ifland Battery, and, after 
the laft Attempt, thought impraética- 
ble to reduce it by Boats, it was de- 
termined to erect a Battery near the 


Light-houfe oppofite to it, which — 


would be 3400 Feet diftant, and in 
fucha Manner, as to be expofed to the 





* The Ifland Battery isa ftrong Fart 
at the Entrance into the Harbour, 
mounted with 30 Guns 28 Pounders, 
and feven Swivels, having two Brafs 
ten Inch Mortars, andgarrifon’d with 
108 Men. 






Fire of but four of the Enemy’s Guns, 
and at the fame Time to flank a 
Line of above 20 of their Guns; 
which, notwithftanding the almof + 
infuperable Difficulties that attended 
it, was happily effeéted, and two 18 
Pounders mounted the rth of Fuxe ; 
And by the 14th four more fuf- 
tained by 320 Men. ' Powder grow- 
ing fhert, the Fire had for fome Days 
been very much flacken’d, and the 
French began to creep a little out of 
the Cafmates and Covers, where they 
had hid themfelves during the greateft 
FiercenefSof it ; but this being the 
Anniverfary of his Majefty’s happy 
Accefiionto the Throne, it was de- 
termined to celebrate it as became 
loyal Subjeéts and good Soldiers; and 
Orders were given for a general Dif- 
charge of all the Cannon from every 
Battery, at Twelve o’Clock ; which 
was accordingly done, and folfow’dby 
an inceffant Fire all the reft of the 
Day ; which much difheartened the 
Enemy, efpecially as they muft be 
fenfible what muft be the Confequence 
of this new Battery. It was now de- 
termined, as foon as poffible, after the 
Arrival of the Canterbury and Sunder- 
land,to make a general Attack by Sea 
and Land: Accordingly they arriving 
the next Day, all‘the Tranfports were 
order’d off to take out the fpare Mafts 
and Yards, and other Lumber of the 
Men of War. The Soldiers were em- 
ploy’d in gathering Mofs to barricade 
their Nettings,and 600 Men were fent 





+ The Difficulties were tranfporting 
the Cannonin Boats from Chapeau- 
rouge Bay to the Eaftward of the 
Light-houfe ; the getting them up the 
Bank of the Shoar, which was @ 
freep craggy Rock ; the hawling them 
a Mile and a Quarter over an incre- 
dible bad Way of Hill, Rocks, and 
Moraffes. 
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on board the King’s Ships at theCom. 
modore’s Requeft : The large Mortar 
was order’d tothe Light-houfé Batte- 
ry ; and anew Supply of Powder ar- 
riving, the Fire was more fierce from 
this Time to | 

The sth, than ever. When the 
Mortar heganto play from the Light- 
heute Battery upon the Ifland Battery; 
out of rg Shells,17 fel! within the Fort, 
and one of them uponthe Magazine, 
which, together with the Fire from 
the Cannon, to which the Enemy was 
very much expoled, they having but 
little to fhelter them from the Shot 
that ranged quite through their Bar- 
racks, fo terrified them, that many of 
them left the Fort, and run into the 
Water for Refuge. 

‘The Grand Battery being in our 
Poffeffion ; the Ifland Battery being 
{6 much annoy’d by the Light-houfe 
Battery ; the North Eaft Battery fo 
open to our Advance Battery, that it 
Was not poflible for the Enemy to ftand 
to their Guns ;_ all the Guns im the 
Circular Battery except three being 
difmounted, and the Wall almoit 
wholly broke down; the Weft Gate 
demolifhed, and a large Breach in 
the Wall adjoining ; the Weft Flank 
in the King’s Baftion almoft ruined ; 
all the Houfes and other Buildings al- 
moft tore to Pieces, but one Houfe in 
the Town being left unhurt, and_ the 
Enemy’s Stock of Ammunition grow- 
ing fhort, they fent out a Flag of 
Truce to the Camp, defiring ‘lime 
to confider upon Articles of Capitula- 
tion. This was granted till the next 
Morning, when they brought out Ar- 
ticles, which were refufed, and others 
fent in by the General and Commo- 
dore, and agreed toby the Enemy : 
Hoftages were exchanged ; and 

On the 17th of June, the City and 
Fortreffles were furrendred, and the 
Garrifon and all the Inhabitants, to 
the Number of 2000, capable of 
bearing Arms, made Prifoners, to be 


tranfported to France with afl their 
perfonal Effects. During the whdle 
Siege, we'had not more’than 161 
Men killed by the Enemy and all 
other Accidents, and about 30 died of 
Sicknefs. And according to the bet 
Accounts, there were killed of the E- 
nemy within the Walls, about 300, 
befides Numbers that died by being, 
confined within the Cafemates.

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The SPEECH of His Excellency 
WILLIAM SHIRLEY, Efq; To 
the General Affembly of the Pro- 
vince of the Mafachufetts Pay in 
New- England, at Bofton, on Tuelday 
December 30th 1746. 


Gentlemen of the Council and 
Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

Si. the laft Sitting of this Court I 
have receiv'd Advice, That two 
Parties of Indians of the Six Nations 
have been engag’d in Adis of Hoftility 
againft the French of Canada, within 
their own Settlements ; in which they 
have killed five Perfons and taken nine 
Prifoners : This firft open Breach of 
thofe Nations with the French in this 
War will, I doutt not, be attended with 
confiderable Advantages to us, if we 
rightly improv. them by encouraging the 
Indians, and keeping up the Di/pofstion, 
they feem to have at prefent for 
engaging further init: And as, for 
this Purpofe (among other T. bing!) I 
judg’dit neceffary that they foould be 
convinced that we were in earneft our 
Selves, and that the projected Expedition 
againft the French was not a mere A- 
mufement form'd only to draw them into 
@ Quarrel, and then leave them with- 
out Support init; a Fealoufy which 
they are too apt to entertain, and if ne- 
gle&ed by us, might in the End carry 
em over to the French Intercft ; I did, 
with the Advice of His Majefty’s Coun- 
cid, give Orders that uch of the Troops 
raijed in this Province, as were ready, 
Jeould march forthwith to Hud{on’s Ri- 
ver, and join tbole of the Southern Co- 
lexies, in order to take the firff proper 
Scajat for proceeding from thence to 
Crown Point, and that the reft of em 
frould fillers as foon as poffible; and of 
this Ladvisd Governour WENTWORTH 
and Governour Law, preffing them to 
Pajften their Levies tothe Place of Ren- 
dezvous 5 as aljo Governour CLINTON, 
dcfiring bim to give effectual Orders for 
getting ready his [rain of Artillery and 
she neceffary Stores to be furnife’d on the 
Part of bis Government ; and that he 
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would engage as many of the Six Nations 
to join us as poffible: But fince my fend- 
ing thefe Difpatches, 1 find feveral 
Things in the Anfwers to’em which ap- 
pear to obfirudt the immediate Profecu- 
tion of an Attempt againf? Crown Point ; 
Governour Ciinton in bis Letter in- 
Sorms me, “ That the Troops rais'd in 
“« bisGovernment and the otherSouthern 
“‘ Colonies have greatly fuffer'd thro’ 
“* the Small-Pox and other malignant 
“* Diftempers raging at Albany, and in 
“‘ other Parts of the Frontier, where 
“* the Small Pox ftill prevails; andthat 
“* be hears the Garrijon at Sarahtoga, 
“is mot free from it ;” which would 
make ihe ‘funétion of both Armies not 
only at Sarahtoga, but in any Part of 
the Frontier near Albany, extremely 
dangerous in the Health of the New- 
England Troops, whilft the prefent Dif- 
temper continues among tboft of the Sou- 
thern Colonies: In Governour Law’s 
Letter tome, I find many Obje@ions far- 
ted againft the Connecticut Levies join- 
ing in an Attempt againft Crown Point 
this Winter, which fhall be laid before 
you: And otber unforcfeen Difficulties, 
Lam inform'd, bave arofe with refpe® 
to Subfifting the Troops of fome of theSou- 
thern Colonies: My Anfwer from Go- 
vernour Wentwortu I foall likewife. 
communicate to you in a proper manner. 

Thefe various Difappointments, Gen- 
tlemen, bave made it feem to me ad. 
vifeable to countermand the Orders Ihad 
given for the marching of Part of the 
Troops raisd inthis Province to Hud- 
fon’s River, at leaft till I had an Oppor - 
tunity of meeting you in Affembly, and 
being affified with your Advice; which 
I defireyiu would give me upon the pre- 
fent Emergency. 

In the mean Time, Gentlemen of the- 
Houle of Reprefentatives, J would re- 
sommend to you to confider what may be 
proper ta be dine by you (in cafe Affairs 
foould take a favourable Turn for our 
Proceeding in tbe Attempt againfiCrown- 
Point) for she Encouragement of our 
Indian Ales ; the comfortable Syb- 
fiftence of the Troop: of this he 
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and rewarding fuch of em as foall dif- 
tinguifh themfelves in the Service of their 
Kine aud Country in this important 
Enterprize: You are already appriz’d 
I have done every Thing in my Power to- 
wards forwarding it; the Mortar and 
Ordnance Stores, with the Provifions, 
and every Thing, which youbave enabled 
me to fend to Hudfon’s River, are fent 
there ; and 1500 Troops, as theOfficers 
affure me, are in a Readinefs to march, 
or very near it. 

Gentlemen of the Council and 

Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

In the Recefs of the Court, Ireceio'd 
from the Governour of Rhode-Hland 4 
Copy of His Maj-fy's Order in Countit, 
afirming the Fuigment of the Court of 
Com ffioners for fettiing the Boundary 
Line between this Province and the Co- 
lony of Rhoce-Ifland accompanied with 
bisLetter to me, propofing that this Go- 
vernment foould join fomePerfons,with a 
Committee from that of Rhode-1fland,to 
run and mark out the Line;andin the mean 
Time, that I foould forbid the Officers 
of this Government to exercife any Fu 
rifdiction in fuch Places, as will fall 
within that Colony, according tothe new 
Settlement of the Line: The Refult of 
the Council thereupon (to whom I com- 
municated thefe bs ote ) I feall lay be- 
fore you ; agreeable to which, I have cn 
my Part a&ted hitherto, and defire you 
would forthwith appoint Commiffioners 
to joinin running andmarkingtke Boun- 
dary Line, 

During the Recefs of the Court, I 
have alfa receiv’d Letters from your A- 
gents, giving an Account of the Progre/s 
made in your Petition to His Majefty. 
for a Reimburfement of the Province’s 
Expence: in the late Expedition a- 
gainff Cape-Breton, the Purport of 
which may, 1 fuppofe, be likewife con. 
tained in their Letters to you, and there 
fore need not be repeated by me: But I 
feoall communicate to you other Aavices, 
which Ihave receiv’d upon that Arti- 
cle, from whence, 1think, you may form 
a certain Sudgment of your Profpe of 
Succe/s in this important Concern.— And 
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whatfoever may remain in my Power to 
do farther towards promoting it, I ball 
have much at Heart to do in the mo/t 
effefual Manner. 

Mr. Agent Botan likewife informs 
me, That the Reprefentation of the Ser- 
vices of the New England Forces in 
the late Expedition, which, at the Re- 
queft of the Two Houfes, I drew up laff 
Year at Louifbourg, and from thence 
tranf{mitted to England, to be laid before 
His Majefty,bad been delivered by Him- 
Jelf and Mr. Agent Kirsy, to the 
Duke of Newcattle and that, as both 
He and Mr. Ki.ey conceiv'd, that the 
Pubkication of it by Authority would be 
the moft cff:ciualMeans of fecuring to the 
American Officers and Troops their juft 
Share of the Credit of the Conquef? and 
Acquifition to the Britith Dominions 
made in that Enterprizxe ; and to the 
Several Colonies, which they belong’d to, 
the Honour juftly refulting to them from 
the Bravery and Zeal of their Coun- 
trymen in His Majefty’s Service, end 
Srom their own publick Spirit, for pro- 
moting the common Caufe in fo eminent 
a Manner upon that Occaficz; they 
prefented a Petition to his Grace, pray- 
ing, that that Reprefentation might be 
Publifhed by Authority; which was 
accordingly granted them, as you will 
perceive by two of the printed Copies, 
which the Secretary will deliver toyou. 

Gentlemen, 

If this Reprefentation may have fct 
the Behaviour of the New-England 
Forces, and the Merit of its Colonies 
(particularly of this Province, where 
the Expedition had its Rile, and fiom 
auhence it drew its chief Support) in sa 
juft Light to His Majefiy, as to have 
encreafed His Royal Favour for them, 
and the Publication cf it under the 
Sandiion of His Authority may ferve in 
any Meafure to Record the Glory of His 
Mojefy’s American Arms, and the pub- 
lick Spirit of His Northern Colonies for 
the general Good of all His Britith Do- 
minions (as is intended by it) Lfball be 
extremely glad.

VIENNA, Sept. 22. 1746. 


The following is the Capitulation of the 
City of Genoa, Sept. 7. 


HAT all the Gates 
of the City fhall be 
deliver’'d to the 

Troops of her Imperial Majefty, Queen 

of Hungary and Bo}.emia. 

ll. The Garrifon of the City of 
Genoa fha!l remain Prifoners of War. 
The Deferters who declare themfe!ves 
fuch immediately after the prefent 
Convention, fhall be pardon’d ; but 
thofe who do not dilcover themielves 
inftantly, fhall be hang’d. 

HII, A'lthe Artihery, Arms, Im- 
plements of War, and Ammunition, 
found in Genoa fhall be given up 
tothe Emprefs’s Commander of the 
Ariillery ; but ail Provifions made for 
the Subiiltence of the Troops,in which 
is comprehended Cloth Regimentals, 
and fuch like Neceffaries, fhall be de- 
liver’d to the, Imperial Commiffary. 

IV .TheRepublick fhall order all her 
Subjedts, Soldiers, and Milisia, fo long 
as the War fhal! fubfift, not to commit 
any Hodtilicy againft the Emprefs’s 
Troops nor any of her Allies, or other 
Perfons depending upon her Imperial 
Maj-fty. 

V. Immediately after the figning of 
this Capitulation, free Accefs fhall be 
given to all Englifh Ships into the Port 
of Genoa, as well as to thofe of other 
Nations, who are Alliesor Friends to 
her Imperial Majefty. 

VI. All the Effeéts and Moveables 
belonging to the French, Spaniards and 
Neopolitans, fhal! be faithfully deliver’d 
to the Deputy Commifiary, who fhall 
be authorized to receive them, and the 
Republick fha/l difcover and give up

all the French, Spaniards and Neopo- 
litans, who are in Genoa, or the cir- 
cumjacent Places. 

VII. If the Caftle of Gavi, is not 


yet inPofleffion of the[mperial ‘Troops, 


the Republick fhall immediately dif- 
patch Orders to the Commander to 
furrender him(e}f and the Garrifon Pri- 
foners of Wario Velt Marfhal Prince 
Ficolomini. 

VIII. Free Pafflage fhall be granted 
at all Times, and upon all Occafions, 
to the Imperial Troops thro’ Genoa, 
and all other Places and Fortreffzs be- 
longing to the Republick. 

IX. The Doge, with fix of the prin- 
cipal Senators, ihall repair, within the 
Space of one Month, to implore the 
Emprefs's Clemency, and to beg her 
Imperial Majefty’s Pardon for the 
Faults they have committed. 

X, All her Majeity’s Officers,as well 
as thofe of her Allies, who have been 
made Prifoners of War during this 
War, andail other Perfons depending 
upon her Imperial Majefty and her 
Allies, taken in the Territories of Ge- 
noa, fhall havetheir Liberty from the 
Day of the fignature of the prefens 
Convention. 

XI. Fifty Thoufand Sequins fhall 
be inftantly paid and divided between 
her Majefty’s Troops independantly of 
the Contributions, upon which the Re- 
publick will come to an Agreement 
with Lieutenant Veldt Marfhal Colo- 
nel Commifflary Count de Choteck, 
upon which footing the Troops fhall 
be obliged to keep good Order, and 
pay for every Thing with ready.

On Saturday the 8:h (Sept. the 27th, 
O. S,) the firft Column of the Bava- 
rian ‘Troops join’d the Army of the 
Allies. On ie Prince Waldeck 
fixed his Head Quarters at the Nun- 
nery of Hocheporie, within Mufket 
Shot of this City. His Corps took 
Poff flion of the Suburb St. Walburgh, 
and on Monday they employed 500 
Pioneers in raifing two Redoubts to 
cover that Place, upon which, when 
finifhed, they mounted 20 Pieces of 
heavy Cannon. About a Mufket Shot 
from thence a great Corps of Grena- 
diers took Poft at the Cuftom Houle 
onthe Dyke of Tongres. About 3 
that Afternoon Prince Charles came 
from his Quarters at Grandaz, an 
with Prince Waldeck, Marfhal Bathi- 
ani; the Prince of Birkenfeldt, General 
Ligonier, and other high Officers of 
the Allied Army, viewed the Pofts and 
the Redoubts, and afterwards held a 
Counci! of War in the Cuftomhoule, 
which lafted till near Seven o’Clock ; 
immediately after, moft of the Bag- 
gage, under the E‘cort of fome of the 
light-armed Troops, pafled through 
the City, and afterwards over the Brid- 
ges at Fifer. Thefe Difpofiiions feem* 
ed to fhew, that a Battle was unavoid- 
able, and indeed fo it proved. This 
Morning at Six both Armies appeared 
drawn up in the Order of Battle, three 
Lines of Infantry, and es many of 
Cavalry. Ofthe Allies, the Dutch, 
Heffian, and Bavarian Troops compof- 
ed the Left Wing ;. the Englith and 
Hanoverians were in the Center and 
the Auftrians om the Right. The 


French began piqueting with the Cen- 
ter, which continued till about E'ghe 
o’Clock,then the Huffars and Pandours 
fkirmifhed till about Eleven o’Cleck, 
and about One the French endeavour’d 


to out flank and furround the Lefe 
Wing

Wing ; the Cannonading began about 
Two, and continued til] Four; all 
which Time the Army of the Allies 
was compleated in Spight of all their 
Efforts. It isthought that the Lofs 
of the two Armies together amounts 
to 10,000 Men, and that feveral great 
Officers are of that Number ; but the 
Lofs of the French is the greater of 
the two. ‘There are not many Eng- 
lith killed, Sir Harry Nefbitt is among 
theSlain, and Major Kendall, of Doug- 
la(s’s Regiment, has loftaLeg. The 
Auftrians were not at all engaged. It 
was dark before the Aétion was over, 
our Gates were fhut, and Guards poft- 
ed, fo that we can add no further Par- 
ticulars, except that the French entered 
our Suburbs about Nine o’Clockin the 
Evening.

40 Men of War to bombard their

He has alfo ented aCollege for 
the Education of fuch as are intended 
for the Church, and in which there 
will be bred up thirty fix Scholars at a 
time ; it is intended that they fhall be 
inftructed in the Portugueze, Malayan, 
Latin, Greek, and Hebrew Languages, 
as well as Philofophy, Hiftory, Geo- 
graphy, Chronology, and the Mathe- 
maticks, that they may be the more 
able to fucceed in preaching the Chri- 
ftian Religion through all Part of the 
Indies. ‘The Seminary is divided into 
five Claffes, each of which has proper 
Matters. There is another Thing hi- 
therto altogether unthought of, which 
his Excellency has likewife provided 
for, and that is, the fettingup a pub-. 
lick Gazette here in which will be 
contained all the News from the dif- 
ferent Parts of the Eaft, fo as to fecure 
as regular an Account of what is done 
in China, Siam, Pegu, &c. as is to be 
found in theEuropeanGazettes of what 
is tranfaéted in France, Spain, and I- 
taly. ‘There is no Doubt we fh:l 
reap confiderable Fruit from thefe Re- 
lations, which in the mean Time give 
us great Satisfa€tion and Pleafure.

HAT many of your Memorial- 
ifts, as well as others, have re- 
ceived repeated Advices from the faid 
lflands, of a great Number of Ships 
and other Veflels being taken in their 
Voyages going to, or coming from, 
the fame, by the Privateers belonging 
to Martinico and Guadaloupe ; and 
articularly we are informed, ‘That 
hirty-fix Britith Ships and Veffels 
have been taken and carried into the 
faid Iflands of Martinico and Guada- 
loupe, in and fince January laft, to the 
14th of March following ; and that 
during that Space of Time, few or 
none of the Enemies Veffels or Priva- 
teers have been taken and carried into 
Barbados, or any of the Leeward If- 
lands : Which Misfortunes, by what 
we can obferve trom our Advices, are 
owing to the Men of War belonging 
to thofe Stations, not being properly 
employed for the Security and Protec- 
tion of the Trede to and from the 
fame, as by the Abftraéts of feveral 
Letters ready to be produced, appears. 
THAT as thefe Loffes do greatly 
affect the Revenue of his Majefty, as 
well as the Property of His Subjeéts, 
both at Home and Abroad, we con- 
ceive we fhould be wanting in our 
Duty to Him, as well as to ourfelves

before your I.ordfhips, and at the fame 
Time fubmit, Whether, in Order to a- 
void the like Misfortunes for the fu- 
ture, it will nor be neceflary to have 
fome Men of War on each Station, 
kept conftantly craizing to the Wind- 
ward of the Iflands thereto belonging, 
and that others fhould be kept cruizing 
near the Enemy’s Ports at Martinico 
and Guadaloupe ; which would be a 
Means not only of fecuring and _pro- 
tecting the Britifh Trade and Naviga- 
tion in thofe Parts, but would greatly 
tend to ruin and deftroy that of the 
Enemy to their Windward Iflands,and 
other Places in America. 
WHEREFORE your Memorialifts 
do humbly pray, that your Lordfhips 
will be pleafed to take the Premifies 
into your Confideration, and to give 
fuch Orders to the Commander in 


“Chief of His Majefty’s.Ships at Bar- 


bados and the Leeward Iflands (for 
his future Conduét) as may be moft 
likely to anfwer the Ends propofed ; 
and your Memorialifts do alfo humbly 
pray, That when any Merchant. fhips 
or Veflels, tothe Number of Ten, 
fhall be ready to depart for Europe or 
the Northern Colonies, from cither 
of the faid Stations ( and Notice 
thereof fhall be given by the Maf- 
ter to the Perfon in Chief Com- 
mand of the Ships then at the 
Station from whence the Merchant 
Veffelsare to depart) there may be 
one or more Veflels of War appointed 
to convoy them to a certain Latitude, 
in orderto protect them againft the 
Danger of the Enemy’s Privateers a- 
mongit the Iflands. And your Me- 
morialifts fhall ever pray. 

The Memorialifts were received by 
their Lordfhips with great Civility, 
heard with Attention, and afiured that 
the Con:ents of their Memorial fhould 
be complied with, and that they were 
as much difpleafed with the Conduct 
of the Men of War in the Weft- Indies 
as they could be.

The Method taken by the'Rebels 


here, under Sentence of Death to make 
their Elcape, is quite new, and rec- 
koned a molt extraordinary Invention, 
as, by no other [nftrument than a Cale 
Knife, a drinking Glafs, and a Silk 
Handkerchief, feven of them in one 
Night, had fawn off their Irons thus : 
They laid the Silk Handkerchief fingle 
over the Mouth of the Glafs, buat 
ftretched it as much as it would bear, 
and tied it hard at the Bottom of the 
Glafs; then they ftruck the Edge of 
the Knife on the Mouth of the Glafs, 
(thus covered with the Handkerchief 
to prevent Noife) till it became a Saw, 
with which they cut their Irons till it 
was Blunt, and then had Recourfe to 
the Mouth of theGlafs again to renew 
the Teeth of the Saw; and focom- 
pleted their Defign by Degrees. This 
being done inthe Dead of the Night, 
and many of them at work together, 
the little Noife they made was over- 
heard by the Centinels ; who inform- 
ing their Officers of it, they quietly 
Doubled their Guard, and. gave the 
Rebels no Difturbance till Morning ; 
when it was difcovered that feven of 
them were loofe, and that others had 
been trying the fame Trick. ’Tis re- 
markable that a Knife will not cute 
Handkerchief when ftruck upon it in 
this Manner.

Yefterday an Exprefs arrived from 
Holland, with an Account, that there 
had been an Engagement in Flanders, 
in which the Allied Army had been 
repuls’d, and that the Dutch and Ha- 
noverian Troops had fuftered very 
much; andthat three Regiments of 
Englifh coming up, had greatly facili- 
tated the Retreat ofthe Allies. Col.

which is generally found when great 

‘Numbers are on board, They alfo 
fay, that the Men are fo fenfible of the 
ulefulnefs of them, that they require 
no driving to work that Inftrument, 
from which they receive fo much Be- 
nefit. And they are of Opinion, that 
if eve Tran{port in the Fleet had one 
of thofe valuaple Inventions fixed on 
board, they would be of great Ufe in 
preventing the Sicknefs which gene- 
rally attends crowded Ships, and is 
frequently fatal.

Extra of a Letter from Capt. Benja- 
min Hallowe!l, Commander of the 
Ship Duke of Cumberland, who 
Jail'd from hence in O&ober laf, 
dated Antigua, Nov. 27. 1746. 

“ Am this Moment come to an 

Anchor in St. John’s Road, af- 
ter a Pafflage of 30 Days. Yefterday in 
the Afternoon about 4 Leagues'to the 

Windward of the Ifland, we met with 

two Privateers, one of 14, the other 

10 Carriage Guns, both which we en- 

gaged Broadfide and Broadfide for 

three Hours and a Quarter, and after 
difcharging 14 Broadfides, we with 

Difficulty got clear of them, but in a 

fhatter’'d Condition, having our Sails 

Rigging, and ‘Tcpmafts cut to Pieces.’ 
The above Defence made by Capt. 

Hallowell is very juftly efteem’d a 

b.ave and gallantA¢tion, and redounds 

to his own and his Country’s Honour, 
for he had himfelf but 14 Carriage 

Guns, and 29 Men and Boys, and yet 

as we are informed by Perfons juft ar- 

rived from Antigua, a great Number 
of the French were killed.
